Wherem 1 am not vnlike vnto the vnskcilfull 
Painter, ho hauing drawen the Twinnes of Hippocra- 
— were as lilce as one peaſe is to an other) & being 
told of his frends, that they wer no more like tha Saturne 
& o, he had no other ſhift to manifeſt what his work 
was thi ouer their heads to write: The Twines of Hip 
crates. So may it be, that had I not named Euphues, few 
wold hauc thought it had ben Euphues,not that in good- 
neſſe the one ſo farre excelleth the other, but that both 
being fo bad, it is hard to iudge which is the worſt. 

Tlus vnskilfulneſle is no wares to be couered, but as Ac- 
cius did his ſhortneſſe, ho being a little Poet, framed for 
himſelfe a great picture: and 1 being a naughtie Painter, 
haue gotten a moſt noble Patron: being of Viyſſes minde, 
who thought himſelfe ſafe vnder the 2 of Aiax. 

I haue now finiſhed both ray labouts, the one being 
hatched in the hard Winter with the Alcion, the other not 
daring to bud till the cold were paſt, lie the Mulberie

In that I haue written, I deſire no praiſe of others, but 
patience: aleogether vnwilling, becauſe cuerie waic vn- 
worthte to be accounted a worke man.

ſome ill newes, that this tale ſhall come in good time to 
bzing me a pe , and then ſhall J get no harme by the 
Vermit,t J get no god: the other that were then 
in the ſhippe about Euphues, who beganne in this 
manner. 


(Here dwelt ſometimes in the Jland Scyrum an aunti⸗ 

ent Gentleman called Caſlander, who as. well by his 
being a long gatherer,as his trade, beeing a lewde vſurer, 
wared ſo, wealthie, that ber was thought to haue almoſt 
all the money in that Countt ie in bis owne Cofers,! 
both aged and ſickly,found ſuch weakneſſe in himlelfe,thaf 
be thought Nature would peeld to death, and Philicke to 
dis diſeaſes. This Gentleman had one onelie ſonne, who 
nothing reſembled the Father either in fancie 02 fauour , 
which the olde man perceiuing, diſſembled with him both 
in nature and honeſtie, whome he cauſed to be called vnto 
bis bed (ide,and the Chamber being voided,he bzake with 
bim in theſe tearmes.. - 

Callimachus(foz ſo was he called) thou art᷑ to young fo 
die, and J to olde to liue: pet as Nature mult of neceſſitie 
pate her debt to death: ſo muſt ſhe alſa ſhew her deuotion 
to thee, whom J aliue had to be the comfoꝛt of mine age, 
and whom alone J muſt leaue behind me fo2 to be the one- 
tie maintainer of all mine houour. Jf thou couldeſt as wel 
conteiue the care of a Father, as Jcantouell at the nature 
of a child. oꝛ were J as able to vtter my affection towards

Callimachus by the impozfuniticof his alies , repzeſ* 
fed his rage, ſetting oꝛder fo2 all things requiſite foz his 
Fathers Funeralls, who being bꝛought with due reue⸗ 
rence vnto the graue, he returned home, making a ſhoꝛt 
Inuentoꝛie to his Fathers long Mill. And hauing made 
readie money of ſuch moueables as were in his houle, put 
both them and bis houſe into his purſſe , reſoluing now 
with himlelfe in this extremitie , either with the hazards 
of bis labour to gaine wealth, oz by miſfoztune to ſeke 
Death, accounting it as great ſhame to liue without tra⸗ 
uaile,as griefe to bee left without treaſure. And although 
be were earneſtlie entreated, as well by god p2ofers of 
gentle perſ waſions , to weane bimſe lie from @ deſolate, 
oz rather deſperate life, he would not harken either to 
bis owne commonities oz their counſailes : Foz ſ&ing 
( (aide ber) J am left heire to all the wozlde , J meane 
to execute my authozitie, and to claime my landes in all 
places of the woꝛld. Who now fo rich as. Callimachus ? 
Who hadde as manie renenewes euerie where as in his 
owne Countrie . Thus being in a readineſſe to depart, 
apparailed in all coulours , as one fit fo2 all companies, 
and willing ta ſe all Countries, iourneped th2& oz fours 
dayes verie denoutly like a Pilgrime, who raping out 
of his path way, and ſomewhat wearte, not vſed to ſuch 
daye labours , refed hiniſelſe bppon the ſide of a Wil⸗ 
uer ſtreame, euen almoſt in the griſping of the Euening, 
- wh thinking to Geale a nappe , beganne to cloſe his 


i. As bee was thus batwene fllambering and waking,. 
bee heard one tough piteconſie, which canſed him to fart, 
and ſeeing no creature, be ſearched viligentiic in euerie 
buſh , and vader euery 2ubbe , af the laſt he lighted on 
a little. Cave , where thzuſting in his head, mo2e dolos

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downe well nere to his knees, with him no earthlie creas 
ture, ſauing onely a Mouſe leeping in a Cats eare. 

Ouer the fier this god old man ſate, leaning his head 
to loke into a little earthen veſſell which ſtode by him, 
Callimachus delighted moze than abaſhed at this ſtrange 
fight, thought to ſ& the maner of his hoſt,befozche would 
be his gueſt. 

This olde man immediately foke out of his pot cer- 
taine rotes, on the which her fedde hungerly, hauing no 
other dꝛinke than faire water. But that which was moſt 
of all to be conſidered & noted, the Pouſe and the Cat fell 
to their victualls, being (ach reliques as the olde man had 
left,yea,and that ſo louinglie, as one would haue thought 
them both married, indging the Poule to be verie wild, 
oz the Cat verie tame. 

Callimachus could not refraine laughter, to behold the 
ſolempne Feaſt, at the voice whereof , the olde manne as 
roſe, and demaunded who was there: vnto whome Cal - 
limachus aunſwered : Father, one that wilheth thee 
both greater chere, and better ſeruaunts: vnto whoms 
bee replyed , ſhoaring vp his eyes , by Jis ſonne, J at⸗ 
count the cheere god which maintaineth health, and the 
ſeruaunts honeſt, whome J finde faithfull , And if thou 
neither thinke ſcoꝛne ol my company noꝛ my Cell, enter 
and welcome, the which offer Callimachus accepted with 
great thankes , who thought his lodging would be better 
than his ſupper. 

The next moꝛning the olde manne be&ing verie inqui- 
ſitiue of Callimachus what he was, where he dwelt, and 
whether he would, Callimachus diſcourſed with him in 
perticulars, as befoze, touching his Fathers death, and 
deſpite , againſt whome he vttered ſo manie bitter and 
burning woꝛdes, as the olde Yermits eares gloed fo hears 
them, and my tongue would bliſter if J ſhoulde vtter 
them. 

MPozeouer he added, that her was determined — 
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adventures in ſtrange lands, and either fo fetch the golden 
fleece by trauaple, oz ſuſtaine the fozce of foztune by his 
owne wilfull follie. 

Now Philautus, thou ſhalt vnderſtand that this olde 
Hermit, which was named alſo Caſlander , was bzother 
to Callimachus Father, and vnckle to Callimachus, vnto 
whom Caſlander had befoze his death conuaied the ſumme 
of tenne thouſande pounde, to the vſe of his ſonne in his 
greateſt extremitie and neceſitie,knowing,o2 at the leaſt 
fozeſteing, that his-young Colt will neuer beare a white 
month without a hard b2idle . Alſo hee aſſured himſelfe 
that his bꝛother ſo little tendered monep, bering a pꝛofeſſed 
Hermit, and ſo much tendered and eſtemed Callunachus, 
being his neere kinſman, as he put no doubt to ſtand to his 
deuotion. 

Caſſander this olde Hermit, hearing it fo be Callima 
chus his nephew, and vnderſtanding of the death ol his bꝛo⸗ 
ther, diſſembled his griefe, although he were gladde to ſ& 
things happen out ſo well, and determined with himſelſe 
to make a coſin of his young nephew, vntill he had bought 
witte with the pꝛice of his woe, wherefoze he aſſaied firff 
to ſtaie him from trauaple, and to make ſame other courſe 
moꝛe fit foz a Gentleman, And to the intent, ſapd he, that 
A map perſwade ther, giue eare to my tale , And this is 
the tale Philautus that J pꝛomiſed the, which the Hermit 
_ now in the Sunne, beganne to vtter to Callima- 
chus, 


Hen J was ponng as now thou art, J neuer thought 

to ber olde as now J am, which cauſed luſtie bloud to 
attempt thoſe things in youth, which aking bones haue re- 
pented in age, had one onely bꝛother, which alſo boze my 
name, being both boꝛne at one time as twins, but ſo farro 
diſagreeing in nature, as had not as well the reſpect of the 
tult tune, as allo the certaintie 4 aſſurance ot our mothers 
C. li. fidelitie, 
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flvelifie,perſwaded the woꝛlde we had one Father. It 
woulde verie hardly haue bene thought, that ſuch con- 
trarie diſpoſitions coulde well haue beene bzedde in one 
wombe,o2 tffuedfrom ones loynes. Vet as out of one and 
the ſeife ſame rote, commeth as well the wilde Oltue, 
as the ſwete, and as the Palme Perſtan Fig-tre bea- 
reth as well apples as Figgs , ſoour Mother thʒuſt into 
— at one time, the bloſſome of grauitie and light- 
neſſe. 

We were nurſed both with one teate, where my bꝛo⸗ 
ther ſacked a deſtre of thzift, and J of theft , which eui⸗ 
dent lie ſheweth,thatas the bꝛeath of the lion ingendꝛeth 
as well the Serpent as the Ant, and as the ſelfe ſame dew 
fo:ceth the earth to peelde both the Darnell and Mheat, 
oꝛ the Eaſterlie winde maketh the bloſſomes to blaſt, and 
the buds fo blowe, ſo one wombe nourifheth contrarie 
wits, and one milke diuers manners, which argueth ſome 
thing in Nature, J know not what, to be maruailous , 
dare not ſate monſtrous. 

As we grew olde in y&res, ſo began we to bee moꝛe 
oppoſite in opinions: he graue, J gameſome : he ſtudi- 
— careieſſe: he without mirth,and J without mode⸗ 


And verilie had we reſembled each other as little in fa- 
nour, as we did in fantie, oz diſagreed as much in hape, 
as we did in ſence, J know not what Dedalus wold haue 
made a Labozinth foz ſuch monſters , oz what Appelles 
could haue couloured ſuch miſſhapes. 

But as the Painter Tamantes could in no way erp2eſſe 
the griefe of Agamemnon ', who ſawe his onelie daughs 
ter ſacrificed, and therefoze dzew Him with a vaile over 
his face, whereby one might better conceiue his ans 
guiſh , than her coulour it: ſo ſome Tamaptes ſeeing vs, 
woulde bee conſtrained with a Curtaine to ſhadow that 
defozmitie , which no counterfait coulde poztraie ltuelie, 
But Nature recompenced the dillimilitude — 
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with a Sympathie of bodies,foz we were in ali parts one 
fo like the other, that it was hard to diſtinguiſh either in 
ſpeach, countenance, oꝛ height, one from the other, ſauing 
that either caried tue motion of his minde in dis man⸗ 
ners, and that the affects of the heart were bewꝛayed by 
the cies, which made vs knowen manifeſtlie. Foz as two 
Rubies bee they neuer lo like, pet if they be bzought to⸗ 
gether, one ſtaincth the other: ſo weer being cloſe one to 
the other, it was eaſilie to imagine by the face, whoſe ver⸗ 
tue deſerued moſt fanoz:fo2 J could neuer ſeæ mybzother, 
but his grauitie would make me bluſh, which cauſed mee 
toreſemble the Thꝛiſſh, who neuer ſingeth in the compa- 
nie of the Nightingale . Foz whileſt my bꝛother was in 
p2elence, J durſt not pꝛeſume to talke, [eaſt his wil dome 
might haue checked my wildnefſe : Much like to Roſci- 
us, who was alwaies dumbe when her dined with Cato, 
Our Father being on his death bed, knew not whome to 
o20aine his heire , bering both of one age: to make both, 
would b:&de as he thought vnquiet: to appoint but one, 
were as he knew inturie: to deuide equallie , were to 
haue no heire : to impart moze to one than to the other, 
were parcialitie; todiſhcrit mee of his wealth, whome na; 
ture bad diſherited of wil dome, were againft reaſon :- to 
barre my bzother from gold, whome God ſ&med to indus 
with grace, were flatimpietie:yet calling vs befoze him, 
be vttered with watrie etes theſe wozdes, 


V Ere it not my ſonnes, chat Nature wozketh moze 

in me, than Juſtice, J ſhould diſherite the one of 
yon , who pꝛomiſeth bp his foilis to ſpend all, and leaue 
the other nothing, whole wil dome ſermeth to purchaſe 
all thinges . But J well know , that a bitter rote is a⸗ 
mended with a wert graft,and croked trees pꝛoue god 
Cammockes , and wilde Grapes make pleaſant Mine. 
Wutch perſw adeth me, that thou (pointing to mee) wilt

Agfoz the, (laying his 
bande on my Bꝛothers be ad) although J ſee mo2e than 
commonlie in anie of thy pres, yet knowing that thoſe 
that giue themſelues to bee bokilh, are oftentimes ſo bloc⸗ 
kiſh, that they fazget thꝛifte: whereby the olde Dawe is 
verified, that the greateſt Clarkes are not the wiſeſt men, 
who digge ſtul at the rote while others gather the fruit, 
J am determined to helpe thee fozward, leaſt haning no⸗ 
thing, thou deſire nothing, and ſo be accounted as no bodie. 
He hauing thus ſaid, called foz two bagges, the one full of 
golde, the other ſtuft with wꝛitings, and caſting them both 
vnto vs, ſaid this: There my ſonnes, diuide all, as betwene 
you it Mall be beſt agreed, and ſo rendered up his ghoſt 
with a pittifull grone. ä 

Py bꝛother as one that knew his owne god and my hu⸗ 
mour, gaue me leaue to choſe which bag J liked : at the 
choice, J made no great curioſitie, but ſnatching the golde 
let goe the wꝛitings, which were as J knew, Euidences 
fo; land, Obligations foz debt, to heaute ſog mee to carrie, 
whs determined (as now thou doeſt Callimaclius) to ſeke 
aduentures. Py purſe now ſwelling with a timpanie, 1 
thought to ſearch all Countries fo2 a remedie , and ſent 
many golden Angells into enerie quarter of the woꝛlde, 
which neuer bꝛought newes againe to their maiſter, being 
either ſoared into heauen where J cannot fetch them, oz 
ſunke into hell ſoꝛ pꝛide, where A meane not to followe 
them. This life J continued the ſpate of fouretene peres, 
vntill J had viſited and viewed enerie Countrie, and was 
a ſfranger in mine .owne : but finding no treaſure to bee 
Ww2apped in trauaile,J retourned with moze vices, than J 
went fozth with pence, vet with ſo god a grare,as J was 
able ta ſinne both by experience and authozity, vſe framing 


me to the one, and the Countries fo the other. There was 


no crime ſo barbarous, no murther ſo bloudie, no oath ſa 
blaſphemous, no vice lo execrable, but that J coulde rea- 
dilie recit where à learned it, and nnn 
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trliar crime of euerie pertitular Conntrie, Citi; Towne, 
Uillage, Youſe,oz Chamber. It J met with one of Crete, 
J was readie to lie with him foz the whetſtone . Jf with 
a Grecian, 4 tuuld diſſemble with Synon', A could court it 
with þ Italian, carouſe it with the Dutch · man. I learned 
all kindes of poiſoua, yea, and ſuch as were foz the Popes 
holineſſe .. In A J wozſhiped their ſpotted God at 
Memphis, in Turkey that Mahomet , in Rome their 
Malle: which gane me not onelie a remiſſion foz my ſins 
paſt without penance,but alſo a commiſſon to ſinne euer 
after without pzeindice . There was no faſhion but fitted 
my backe, no fancie but ſerued my turne. Bat - now mp 
barrell of golde , which pꝛide ſet abzoach , Lone began to 
ſet a tilt, which in ſhoꝛt time ranne ſo on the lies, that the 
Dinell daunced in the bottome, where he found neuer a 
croſſe . It were to tedious fo vtter my whole life in this 
my Pilgrimage,the remembzance whereof doth nothing 

but double my repentance. | 
Chen to grow to an ende, J ſteing mp monie waſted, 
my apparell wozne,my minde infected with as many vi⸗ 
tes as my bodie with diſeaſes, t my bodie with moze mas 
ladies, than the Leopard with markes: haning nothing 
foz amends but a few bzoken languages, which ſerned me 
in no moꝛe ſtead, than to ſee one meate ſerned in dinerſe 
diſhes: thought it beſt to returne info my natine ſople, 
Where finding my bꝛother as farre now to excede others 
in wealth, as he did me in wit, and that her had gayned 
moze by thzift , than J could ſpend by p2ide,neither en- 
nid his eſtate , noz. pittied myne owne : but opened the 
whole courſe of my youth, not thinking thereby to recoy 
uer that ot him by requeſt , which J had loft my ſelfe by 
riot. Foz caſting in my minde the miſerie of the wozlde, 
with the miſchiels of my life, Jdetermincd from that vn- 
to my liues ende, to lead a ſolitarie life in this caue,which 
A baue done the tearme of full foztie Minters 2. from 
whence , neither the earneſt intreatie of my Bꝛother, 
. noz 
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no2 the vaine pleaſures of the wozld could dzawve me, nei⸗ 
ther ſhall anis thing but death. 

Then my good Callimachus,reco2d with thy ſelfe the 
inconuentences that come by trauapling, when on the 
Seas cuerie ſtoꝛme ſhall thꝛeaten death, and euerie calme 
a daunger, when eyther thou ſhalt bee compelled to boozde 
others as a Pirate, 02 feare to be boozded of others as 4 
Merchant: when at all times thou maſt haue the backe 
of an Alte to beare all, and the ſnout of a wine, to ſaie 
nothing, thy hand on thy cap, to ſhew reuerente to euerie 
raſcall, thy purſe open to be pꝛodigall to euerie Booꝛe, thy 
ſwoozd in thy ſheath., not once daring either to ſtrike oz 
ward, which maketh mee thtnke , that trauaplers are not 
onelie frained not to commit -iniuries , but alſo fo take 
them Learne Callimachus of the bird Acanthis, who bees 
ing bꝛed in the thiſtles will hae in the thiſtles, and of the 
Graſhopper, who beeing ſpꝛong of the graſſe, will rather 
die than depart from the graſſe. J am ofthis minde with 
Homer, that as the Þnaile that crept out of her ſhell, was 
turned eft ſoones into a Toade, and thereby was foꝛced to 
make a ftcote to fit on, diſdatning her owne houſe : ſo the 
CTrauapler that ſtragleth from his owne Countrie, is in 
ſhozt time tranſfoꝛmed into ſo mouſtrous a ſhape, that bee 
is faine to alter his mantion with his manners, and to 
tine where he can, not where he would. What did Viyſſes 
with in the middeft of his franaiting, but onelie to ſee the 
ſmoake of his owne Chimney 2 Did not all the Romanes 
late, that t wandered, did nothing elſe but heape ſoz⸗ 

rowes to his friendes, and ſhame to/himſolfe © and reſem⸗ 
bled thoſe that ſeeking to light a linke, quenched a lampe, 
imitating the barbarous Gothes, who thought the rootes 
in Alexandria, ſweeter than the Kaiſons in Batbatie: Jn 
my opinion it is a homelu kinde of dealing, to pꝛeſerre 
tze curteũe of thoſe he neuer knew, befoze the honeſtie of 
thoſe among whom hee was bazne * het that cannot line 
with a graate in his owne Countrie , ſhallueueriniole 4. 
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permis in another Nation, Little doeſt thon know Calli- 
machus , with what wade trauailers are warmed, who 
mult ſleepe with their eyes open, lealf they ber Caine in 
their beddes, and wake with their eyes hut, leaſt they be 
ſuſpeded in their lakes: and eate with their mouthes 
cloſe,leaſt they be poiſoned with their mcates , Where, 
it they ware welthie, they hall be enuied, not loned : If 
poꝛe, puniſhed, not pittied: if wiſe , accounted eſpialls, 
if foliſh,made dzadges . Euerie Gentleman will be their 
= be noble, and euerie peaſant their Lozde 
they be gentle. Ne therefoze that leaueth his owne houſe 
to lecke aduentures, is lyke the Quaile that fo2ſaketh the 
Pallowes to eate Hemlocke, oz the Flie that ſhunneth the

No Callimachus,there wil no Poſſe ſticke fo the ſtone 
of. Siliphus no ws hang e gp ey n 
; butter cleaue on bzoad Ma txquauer, 2a p. 
at euerie flight loſcth a rather heh Re ber batt 
ber age:ſo the Trauailer in euerie Countrie loſeth ſome 
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neither can anie perfozme that which thou ſermelt᷑ to pꝛo⸗ 
miſe . It thou conet to trauaile ſtrange countries, ſearch 
the Maps, there ſhalt thou ſee much, with greate pleaſure 
and ſmall paines:ifto be conuerſant in all Courts, reade 
hiſtoꝛies, where thou ſhalt vnderſtand both what the men 
bane biene, and what their manners are, and me thinketh 
there muſt be much delight, when there is no daunger, 
And ifthou haue ante care either of the greene bud, which 


ſp2ingeth out of the tender ſtalke , oz the timelie fruite, 


which is to growe of fo god a rote, ſeke not to kill the 


one,o2 haſten the other:but let time ſo woꝛke, chat grafts 


may be gathered on the tree, rather than ſtickes fo burne. 
And ſo J leaue the. not to thy ſelfe,but to him that made 
ther, who guide thi. with his grace, whether thou goe, as 
thou wonldelt, oꝛ tarie at home as thou ſhouldeſt. 
Callimachus obſtinate in his fond conceit, was lo farre

fo make you wiſe , not a warning fo pzone others vnfoz» 
tunate ', Shall a ſouldier that hath receiued a I karre in 
the battaile , giue out that all warriours ſhall be ma

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a cauſe that no other ſhould venture v dn a franapler that 
bath ſuſtayncd har me by dniſter foztune,.o2 bene infected 
by his owns follie,diCwade all Gentlemen to reſt at their 
owne home, till they come to their long home: oy 
then let all men abſfaine from Wine, becauſe it made A- 
lexander tipſie, let no man loue a woman , foz that Tar- 
quine was banniſhed ; let not a wiſe man plaie at all, foz 
that a fole hath loſt all: which in my minde would make 
fuch melodie, that we ſhoulde ber infozced to leaue things 
that were beſt, foz feare they may be bad, and that wers 
as fond, as not to cut ones meate with that knife that ano- 
ther bath cut his finger . Things are not to be iudged by 
the euent, but by the ende, noz trauailing to bee condem⸗ 
ned by pours oꝛ manies vnluckis ſucteſſe, but by the com- 
mon and molt appzoued wiſedome of thoſe that can better 
ſhew what it is than J, and will better ſpeake ofit than 
you doe, 
Where you alleadge Vlyſſes, that he deſired nothing 
ſo much as to ſe the ſnioake of Ithaca, it was not be- 
cauſe h loued not to trauaile , but that bee longed to ſee 
bis wife after his trauaple : and greater commendation 
b:oughthis trayayle ta him than his wit: the one taught 
but to ſpeake,the other what he ſhould ſpeake . And in 
this you turne the point of pour owne bodkin into your 
dne boſome. Viyſles was no leſſe eſteemed foz knowledge 
be had of other Countries, than foz the reuenewes he had 
in his owne,and where in the end pou ſteme to referre mee 
to the viewing of Pappes,J was neuer of that minde, to 
make my ſhippe in a Painters ſhoppe : which is like thoſe 
that hane great ſkill in a weden globe, but neuer beholde 
the Skie. And he that ſerket h to be a cunning frauailer by 
ſceing the Maps, and an expert Aſtronomer by turning the 
Gloabe, map be an Appꝛentiſe foz Appelles, but no Page 
foz.V lyſles, 
Another reaſon yon bꝛing, that frauapling is coſtlie, 
A ſpeake fog mp elle: De that path little to 1 
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hath not much to looſe, hethat hath nothing inhis 'dwne. 
Countrie, cannot haue leſſs in anie. 

Would yon haue me ſpend the flower of my youth, as 
you doe the withered race of your age: Can the faire bloud 
of youth treepe into the ground, as it were frolt bitten e 
No Father hermit, J am of Alexandersmind,if there were 
as many woꝛlos as there be Cities in the wozld, would 


neuer leaue vntill J had ſtene all the wozlds,and each citie 


in euerie world. Chereloꝛe to bee ſhozt, nothing ſhall alter 
my minde,neither pennie, noꝛ Paſter noſter. 

This olde man ſ&ing him ſo reſolute, reſolued to ſee hine 
depart,and gaue him this farewell. 


V god forme, though thou wilt not ſaffer me to pers 

lwade thee, pet ſhalt thou not let me to pittie ther: 
pea, and to pꝛaie foz' ther: but the time will tome, when 
comming home by weeping crolſe, thou ſhalt conteſſe that 
it is better to be at home in the caue of an Yermit, than 
ab2oad in the Court of an And that a cruſt with 
quietneCe,ſhall be better than-Nnailes with vnreſt. And 
to the end thou maift pꝛoue my ſayings as true, as J know 
thy ſelfe to be wilfull;take the paines fo retourne to this 
pooze Cell, where thy fare ſhall be amended,if thou amend 


thy fault, and ſo farewell. 


Callimachus curteduſlie tone his leane , and went his 
way : but we will not leave himvntil wo hane hum againe 
at the Cell, where we found him. 

Now Philautus and Gentlemen all, ſuppoſe that Cal- 
lima chus had as ill foztune as euer had anie, his minde 
infected with his bodie, his time conſumed with his trea · 
ſure: nothing wonne; but that her cannot looſe though 
he wonlde, Piſerie. Von mult imagine ( becauſe it wert 
tw long to tell ali his tourney ) that hee was Sea ſicke. 

as thou beginneſt to bee Philautus. that he hardlie eſca⸗ 
ped death, that he indured hunger and colde, heate without 


dinke, ener S 
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that his roabes were ragges,that — — 
a Chy2urgion as a Phiũtion, and that thus he came home 
— Cell, and with ſhame and ſozrow began to ſais as 


certaine fozeſight which youth cannot ſearch, and of 
of experience, vnto which: varipened yeres, cans 
not come,ſo that J muſt of neceſſitie conteſſe, that-youth

Calumachus not a little pleaſed with this tale, and J 
thinke not mach diſpleaſed with the gold, gaue ſuch thanks 
as to ſuch a friendappertayned , and following the coun-

/ mandemeat,he came to his one houſe,liued long with

race whic yo „that in age there is a 
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great wealtſhund as mach wozſhip as any one in Scyrum, 
and whether de be now lining 4 knowe not, dut whether 
be be 02not, if ſkilleth not. 

Now Vhilautus,J haue tolde this tale to this ende, not 
that J thinke trauailing to be ill, if it be vſed well, but 
that ſuch aduite be taken, that the hozſe carry not his olone 
bꝛidle, noz pouth rule himſelfe in his owne conteits. Be⸗ 
ſides that, ſuch places are to be choſen, wherein to inha- 
bite, as are as commendable foz vertue,as buildings: 
where the manners aremoze to be marked, than the men 
ſcene. And this was my whole dzift, either neuer to tra⸗ 
uaile, oz ſo to trauaile , as althongh his purſe bee weake- 
ned, the minde may ber ſtrengthned, Foz not her that bath 
ſene moſt Countries is moſt to bee eſtmed, bat ha that 
learned belt conditions: foz not ſo much are the ſcituation 
of the plates to be noted, as the vertues of the perſons, 
Thich is contrarie to the common pꝛactiſe of our trauai⸗ 
lers, who goe either fo2 gaine, and returne without knows 
ledge, oz foz faſhion ſake, and come home without _ 
Whole eſtates are as much to be lamented, as thep2 follies 
are to be laughed at: this cauſeth youth to ſpend their gol- 
den time without epther pꝛaiſe oꝛ pꝛolite, pꝛetending a de⸗ 
fire of learning, when they onelie followe loptering. But 
J hope our — 
is the white wer hate at, not vanitie, neither the Engliſh 
tongue ( which is as J haue heard almoſt barbarous ) but 
the Engliſh manners, which as J thinke, are moſt pꝛeciſe. 
And to ther PhilautusF begin to addꝛeſſe my 
made an end of my Hermits tale, and if theſe few pzecepts 
A giue theo be obſcrued, then doubt not but we both ſhall 
learne that we belt like.

Philautus was glad be ficept ſo long , and was awas 
ked in ſo god time, being as wearie of the e 


1e 
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that neuer vſed them. Euphues not ſo;rowful of this god 
newes, began to ſhake his eares, and was ſwne apparat- 
led. To make ſhoꝛte, the windes were ſo fanonrable, the 
Parriners ſo \ kilfull, the way ſo ſhozt, that J feare me 
they will land, befoze J can deſcribe the manner how, 
and therefo:e ſuppoſe them now- ih Douer Towne , in 
the noble Ille of England, ſomwhat benighted, and mozs 
apt to ſlpe than ſup , yet foz manners ſake they enter- 
teined their Paiſter,and the 132 Merchants 4 Pa- 
riners, where hating in due lime both reco2ded their tra⸗ 
uailes paſt, and ended their repaſt;everie one went to his 
lovging, were 2 will leave them foundlie fleping,vntit 
next daie. : 

The next date ſpent in viewing the Caffell of 
Douer, the Pire, the Cliſtes, the Roade,and Towne , re- 
ceiuing as much pleaſure by the ſight of auncient monu- 
ments as by their curteous entertainment, no leffe pꝛai⸗ 
ſing the perſons foz their god mindes, than the place foz 
eros 

&02 toure , 

Deas, reconered againe their healthes,yet ſo warily the 
behaued themſelnes, as they were neuer heard,erth® to 
enquire of anie news,oz point at any foꝛtreſſe, beholding 
the bulwarks' with a light and careleſſe regard, but the 
other places of peace with admiration. Follte it were to 
ſew what they ſawe, ſing hereafter in the diſcription 
of E d, it ſhall moſt manifeſtlie appeare. But J wilt 
ſet the ſoꝛ ward in their iournep, where now within theſs 
two houres we ſhall finde them in Canterburie, 

Tranailing thus like two „they thought 
it molt neceſſarte to direct thei toward Lon» 
don, which they heard was the moſt royall ſeate of the 
NQuneene of England , But firlt they came to Canterbu« 
rie, an olde Citie , ſomewhat decayed , yet beautifull fo 
beholde , moſt famons foz a Cathedꝛall Church, the ve- 
ric Paieſtie whereof ſtroke them into a maze „ yo 
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they ſaw many monuments,and heard telt of greater than 
either they euer ſawe, oz eaſilie could bel&ene . After they 
had gone long, ſ&ing themſelues almoſt benighted, deter- 
mined to make the next houſe their Inne, and efpying in 
their waie enen at hand, a verie pleaſant garden, dzewe 
ntere, where they ſawe a comely olde man, as bufle as a 
Ber, among his Bes, whole conntenance bewzatev his 
conditions: this auncient Father, Euphues greeted in this 
manner. 


Father, if thecurteſle of England be anſ werabie tothe 

cuſfome of Pilgrimes , then will the nature of the 
Countrie excuſe the boldneſſe of ſtraungers : our requeſk 
is to haue ſuch entertainment being almoſt tyzed with 
tranaile, not as dinerſe haue foz acquaintaunce , but as 
all men haue foz theyꝛ money, Which courtoſts if yog 
graunt, we will ener remaine in ydur dobt, although euc- 
ry way diſcharge our due: and rather we are in poꝛtu⸗/ 
nate, foʒ that we are no leſſe delighted with the pleaſures 
of your garden, than the ſight of your grauitie,Unto whom 
the mide man ſayd. | 


Entlemen, you are no leſſe J perceine by your man- 
ners, E you can be no moze being but men, J am ney- 
ther ſo vncurteons to miſtike pour requeſt , noz ſo ſuſpiti⸗ 
ons to miſtruſt pour trathes, although it be no leſſe peri⸗ 
tous to be ſecure, than peniſh to be curtous. J keepe no 
bictaalling, vet is my houſe an Inne, e J an holt fo2 eue⸗ 
ry honeſt man, ſo farre as they with carteſie- will, and 
' mape with abilities. Pour entertainment ſhall bee as 
mall foꝛ chere, as your acquainfance is foz tyme ,-yet in 
my houſe you may happily finde ſome one thing cleanlye, 
nothing courtly : fo2 that wiſedome p2ouideth things ne⸗ 
ceſſary, not ſuper ſluous: t age ſeketh rather a modicum 
fo2 ſuſtenance, than feaſtes foz ſurfets.

tranſfoꝛmed into VIyſſes, fo no Alexander could be cous 
ched in Damecles .- Thinking therpfoze nom with moꝛe 
care and aduicednelle ta temper his talke, {cal either ber 
might ſeme e en him in thele 
anni Ee 8 


Gb Bir, vou haue bound bs vnto you with a double 
chaine, the one in pardoning oor pꝛeſumptiõ, the other 
in graunting our petit ion. Which great 4 vndeſerncd 
kindeneſſe, though we cannot requite with the like, pet if 
occaſion ſhall ſerue , you ſhall finde vs hereafter as wil» 
ling to make amendes, as we are nowe readie to giug 

thankes. Tonching your demandes, we are not ſo | 
to millike them, oz ſo vngratefull todenye them, leaſt in 
concealing our names, it might be thought ſoꝛ ſome treſ⸗ 
paſſe, and couer ing our pzetence, we might be ſuſpected of

the bꝛute of þ which, hath filled euery co2ner of the wozld, 
inſomuch, as there is nothing that moueth 9 
matter 
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matter oꝛ moze maruell than her excellent — 
Fame when wer (awe without compariſon, and 
boue credit, we determined to ſpend ſome part of our time 
and treaſure in the Engliſh Court, where if J could finde 
the repozt but fo be true in haife,we.ſhould not only think 
our money and trauaple wel imploped, but returned with 
intereſt moze than infinite.

G Enftlemen(annſwered this olde man)if becauſe J en⸗ 
tertaine pou, you ſake to budermine me,pou offer me 
great diſcurteſie:pou muſt needs thinke me verie ſims 
ple, oz your ſclues verie ſubtil, if vpon ſo ſmall acqaintance 
I ſhoulds aunſwere fo ſuch demgundes , as are neyther 
foz me to utter being a ſubiea, noꝛ fo you to know being 
ſtrat gers. J kœpe foz Bers, not houſes fo2 buſie bo⸗ 
dies (pardon me Gentlemen, vou haue moued my patience) 
and moze welcome ſhall a waſpe be to my honie, than 
p2iup enemie to my houſe. If the rare repozte of mp 
gracious Lady haue bzcught vou hether, me thinketh you 
haue done very ill to choſe ſuch a houſe to confirme pour 
mindes , as (emeth nfoze-loke a pꝛziſon than a pallace, 
whereby in my opinion, you mcane to derogate from the 
woꝛzthinc ſſe of the perſon by the vilenes of the place, which 
argueth your pꝛetences to lauour of mallice moze than bo⸗ 
neſt meaumg. They bie to conlulte of loue in the Cas 
pitoll: of Tzlar in the Senate: of our noble Quene 
in her owaue Court. Beſides that, Alexandet muſt be 
inted of none but Appelles, no er grauen of anie but 
yſippus, no our L abeth ſette lozth of euerie * ho 
ou 
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woulde in duetie, which are all, but ok thoſe thaf can in 
ſkill, which are few: ſo farre hath nature ouercome arte, 
and Grace Eloquenee, that the Painter dꝛaweth a dayle o⸗ 
uer that he cannot ſhadowe , and the Dzatont holdeth a 
paper in dis hand, v that bee cannot bfter , But whether 
am J wandering, rapt farther by deuotion, than J canne 
wade thꝛough with diſcretion. Ceaſe then Gentlemen, and 
know this, that an Engliſh man learneth to ſpeake ok men, 
and to holde his peace of the Gods. Enquire no farther 
than beſemeth vou, leaſt you heare that which cannot like 
vou. But if vou thinke the time long befoze pour rrpaſt, 3 
will finde ſome talke which ſhall bzede yon delight, touch⸗

And here Euphues bzake him off, and replied,though not

raigne, whom we meruaited at foz vertne:which 
ning of ours miſconſtrued by you, hath bꝛed ſuch a diſtem⸗ 
perature in our heads, that w are fearefull to pꝛaiſe her 
whome all the woꝛlde extolleth: and fuſpitions to truſt 
pou, whom abote ante in the woꝛld we loued. And where- 
as vour greateſt argument is, the baſeneſſe of your houſe, 
mee thinketh that maketh moſt againſt pon, Cæſar neuer 
reioyted moze than when he heard that they talked of his 
valiant erploites in ſimple cottages,alleadging this, that 
a bꝛight Dunne ſhineth in enerie cozner , which maketh 
not the beames wozfe,but the place better: when(as J re- 
member) Ageſilaus ſonne was ſet at the lower end of the 
table, and one calf it in his teeth as a ſhame, hie aunſwe- 
red: this is the vpper ende where J llt, foz it is not the 
place that maketh the perſon, but the perſon that 9 
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the place honourable, Mhen it was folde Alexander that 

he was much pꝛaiſed of a Miller, I am gladde quoth hee, 

-_ there is not ſo much as a Miller but loucth Alcxan- 
cr, 

Among other fables J call fo my remembzance one not 
long, but apt, and as ſimple as it is, ſo fit it is that J cannot 
omit it foz the oppoztunitie of the time, though J might 
ouer leape it foʒ the baſeneſſe of the matter. When all the 
birds were appointed to meete to talke of the Eagle, there 
was great contention at whoſe neaſt they ſhould aſſemble, 
euerie one willing to haue it at his owne home, one pꝛe⸗ 
ferring the nobilitie of his birth, another the ſtatelyneſſe of 
his building: ſome would haue it fo; one qualitie,ſome fo2 
another: at the laſt the S wallowe ſapd they ſhould come 
to his neaſt, being commonly of filth, which all the birds 
diſdayning,ſayd : Why thy houſe is nothing elſe but durt? 
And tberfoze anſwered the Swallow, would J haue falke 
there of the Eagle: fo2 being the baſeſt, the name of an 
Eagle will make it the bꝛaueſt. And ſo (god Father) map 
J (ate of thy Cottage, which thou ſermeſt to account of fo 
homely,that mouing but ſpeech of thy ſoueraigne, it wil be 
moꝛe like a Court than a cabbin,and of a pꝛiſon, the nams 
of El:zabeth will make it a pallace.

The name of a P2ince is lyke the ſ werte den w, which 
falleth as well vppon lowe ſhzubbes as high tres , and 
reſembleth a true glafle , wherein the pane may ſe thepꝛ 
faces with the riche : o a cleere ſtreame, wherein all 
1 are dzie, not they onelie that are weal- 


Where pou adde, that we ſhould feare fo moue any oc- 
caſton touching tatke of ſo noble a P2tnce, truly our reue⸗ 
rence taketh awaie the feare of fuſpition. 
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Partridge dꝛeadeth not the Eagle, but the Hawke: a frue 


and faythfull heart ſtandeth moꝛe in awe of his ſaperioar 
wbom be loueth foꝛ feare, than of his Pꝛʒinte whom he fcas 
reth foꝛ loue. A clerre conſcience needeth no excuſe, no lea⸗ 
reth anie accuſation. 

Laſtlie you conclude, that neither arte no2 heart can ſo 
ſet fozth our noble Nucene as ſhe deſeructh, J graunt if, 
and reiopce at it, and that is the cauſe of our comming to 
ſ her, whome none can ſufficientlie commend : and pet 
doth it not followe, that becauſe wer cannot giue her as 


much as the is wozthie of, therefoze we ſhoulde not owe 


ber ants , But in this we will imitate the olde Painters 
in Greece, who dzawing in their Tables the poztrayture 
of Iuppiter, were euerie hanre mending it, but burſt ne- 
ner finiſh it. And being demaunded why they beganne 
that which they could not ende, they aunſwered , in that 
we ſhewe him fo bee luppiter, whome euerie one mape 
beginne to painf , but none canne perfece . In the like 
manner meane we to dzawe in parte the pzaiſes of her, 
whome wee cannot th:zoughlie poztraie, and in that wee 
ſignifie' her to be Elrrabeth. Who info:ceth euerie man 
to doe as much as hte can, when in reſpec of her perfeci- 
on it is nothing. ; 45 . | 
Foz as he that beholdeth the Sun Neadfaſtiie, thinking 
therby to deſcribe it moze perfectly,bath his eies [0 dazelen 
that he can diſcerne nothing,ſo fareth it with thoſe that ſerk 
meruaplouſly fo pꝛaiſe thoſe that are without the compaſſe 
of their indgements,and all compariſon, that the moze that 
they deſtre, the lee they diſcerne,and the nerrer they think 
themſelues in god will, the farther they finde themſelues 
off in wiſdome, thinking to meaſure that by an inch which 
they cannot reach with an ell. And pet farther, it can bee 
neyther burtfall to you, noz hatefull to your Pzince , fo 
heare the commendation of a ſfraanger , oz to aunſwere 
his honeſt requeſt , who will-wilh in heart no lelle glo⸗ 


ric to her than you doe, although — 
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And there ſoꝛe mee thinketh you haue offered a little difs 
courteſte, not to aunſwere vs, and to ſuſpect vs great 
iniurie: hauing neither might to attempt anie thinge 
which map doe vou harme,no2 mallice to reueng whers 
we fin de. helpe. Fo2 mine owne parte this J ſap, and foz 
my friend pꝛeſent, the like J dare were, how boldlie 
I cannot tell, how trulie J knowe : that there is not a- 
nie one, whether he be bound by benefite oz dutie, 02. 
both: whether linked by zeale, oz time, oꝛ bloud o; all: 
that moze humblie reuerenceth her Paieſtie 02 meruai⸗ 
leth at her wiledome, 02 pzayeth fo2 her long pꝛoſperous 
and glozious reatgne,than wee:then whome wee acknows 
ledge, none moze ſimple, and pet dere auowe, none moꝛs 
faithfull , UWhich we ſpeake not to get ſeruice by flatte⸗

Herre olde Frdus interrupting young Euphucs,bieing 
almoſt induced hp bis talke.to aunſwere his requeſt, pet 
as one neither kd tredulous, no2 altogether miſtruſtfull, 
de replied as a friend,and ſo wiſelte as he alaunced from 
the Parke Euphues ſhot at, and hit at the laſt the white 
which Plulautus (et vp, as ſhall appears hereafter . And 
thus he began, n, 


MP fonnes ( mine age guuetb ck he pꝛiuilege of 
that tearme,and pour honefties cannot refuſe it) pou 
are to poung to vnderſtand matters of State, and 
were you c!der to knowe them , it were not foz your 
eſtates. And thercfoze me thinketh the time were but 
tofk , in pulling Hercules ſhoe vppon an Infants fate, 
61 thi ſetting Atlas burthen on a childes choulders, oz to 
a your backes with the burthen of a whole Kings 
F. ii. dome, 
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dome, which 7 ſpeake not, that either J miſtruſt von, 
(fo2 pour replie hath fullie reſolued that feare ) 02 that J- 
mallice you(foz my god will may cleere me of that fault) 
oz that I dꝛead pour might(foz your ſmall power cannof 
b2ing me into ſuch a folly) but that haue learned by ex⸗ 
perience , that to reaſon of Kinges 02 P2inces,hath euer 
bane much millikedof the wiſe , though much deſired of 
folcs,cſpeciallie where olde men which ſhould be at their 
beades,be to buſte with the Court:and young men which 
ſhuld follow their bokes,be to inquiſitiue in the affaires 
of P2tnces. We ſhould not loke at that we cannot reach, 
no2 long fo2 that we ſhoald not haue: thinges aboue vs, 
are not fo2 vs, and therefoze are Pztnces placed vnder the 
Gods, that they ſhould not ſer what they doe, and we vn- 
der Pꝛintes p we might not enquire what they doe. But 
as the foliſh Eagle that ſeing the Sunne, coueteth to 
build her neaſt in the Sunne, ſo fond pouth, which views 
ing the gloꝛie and gloziouſneſſe of the Court, longeth to 
know the ſecrets of the Court. But as the Eagle burn- 
eth out her eyes with that pzond luſt : ſo doeth youth 
b:eake his heart with that peniſh conceit. And as Satirus 
not knowing what fire was, woulde embzace if, 
and was burned : ſo theſe fond Satiri vnderſtanding 
what a Pzince is, run boldlie to meddle in thoſe matters 
which they know not, and ſo feele woꝛthilie the heat they 
would not. And therefoze god Euphues and Philautus, 

pour ſelues in this , that to be curtous in things 
pou ſhould not enquire off, if yon knowe them, they 
appertaine not onto pou , if you knewe them not, they 
cannot hinder you . And let Appelles anſwere to Alex+ 
ander, bit an ercaſe foz me . When Alexander woulde 
needes come to Appelles ſhoppe and paint, Appelles play 
ced him at his backe , who going to his owne wozke, 
did not ſs much as caſt an eye backe , to ſ& Alexanders 
deaiſes, which being well marked, Alexander ſayd thus 


vato him: Art not tpou a cunning Painter, and — 
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thou not ouerloke my picture, t fell me wherein J haut 
don well, and wherein ill, whom he anſ wered wilelp, pet 
merilie: an faith O king, it is not foz Appelles to enquire 
what Alexander hath done, neither if be ſhew it me , to 
iudge how it is done, and therefoze did J ſet your maicſtie 
at my backe, that J might not g towards a kings 
wozk:and that you loking ouer my head, might ſ& mine, 
fo: Appelles ſhavowes are to be ſæne of Alexander, but 
not Alexanders of Appells , Do onght we Euphues to 
frame our ſelues in all our actions & deuiſes,as though the 
king ſt od oner vs to behold vs, and not to loke what the 
king doth behind vs. Foz whatſoeuer he painteth it is foz 
bis pleaſure, we muſt thinke foz our p2ofit: foz Appells 
had his re ward, though be ſawe not the wozke, 

JI haue heard of a Magnifico in Millaine(and J thinke 
Philautus vou being an Italian doe remember it , ) who 
bearing his ſonne inquiſitiue of the Emperours life and 
demeanour,repzehended him ſharpelie, ſaping:that it bes 
ſeemed not one of his houſe, to enquire how an E 
rour liued, vnleſſe he himſelfe were an Emperour : fog 
that the behauiour and vſage of ſo honourable perſonages 
are not to be called in queſtion of euery one that doubteth, 
bat of ſuch as are their equalls, | 

Alexander being commanded of Phillip his father, to 
wzaſtle in the games of Olympia, anſwered he would, if 
thers were a king to ſtriue with him: whereby J haue 
noted (that others ſeme to infozce) that as kings paſtimes 
are no plates foz euerie one :ſo their ſecrets, their coun⸗ 
(ailes, their dealinges are not to bee either ſcanned oꝛ en⸗ 
quired off,any wap, bnlefle of thoſe that are in the like 
place, o: ſerue the like perſon, 

I cannot tell whether it be a Canterburie tale. 02 a 
Fable in -Aelope,but pꝛetie it is, (and true in my minde) 
That the Fox and the Moulſe going both a filtching 
foz fave,thought it beſt to ſe whether the Lion were a 
fepe oz awake, leaſt beeing 1 _ » they ſhould ſpede 

ui * to 
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fo bad. The Fore entering into the Kinges den(a king 
J call the Lyon)bzought worde to the Moulfe, that hee 
was a llepe, and went bimſelfe to bis owne kennell, the 
Waoulfe defirons to ſearch in the Lyons denne, that her 
might eſpie ſome fault, o: ſteale ſome p2ate, entered bold⸗ 
lie, whom the Lyon caught in his pawes, af ked what he 
would The ſillie Wolfe(an vnapt teareme foz a wolte, 
pet fit, being in a Lions handes) aunſwered, that vnder⸗ 
ſtanding by the Fore, her was a fleepe , bre though ber 
might be at libertie to ſuruey his lodging: vnto whom the 

zincelie Lion, with great diſdatne, though little diſpite, 
(fo2 that there can be no enuie in a king) ſaid thus: Doeſt 
thou thinke that a Lion thy Pzince and gouernour, can 
flaepe, though be winke, o2 dareſt thou enquire, whether 
he winke oꝛ wake?The Fore had moꝛe craft than thou, 
and thou moze courage (courage J will not ſaie, but holds 
neſſe: and boldneſſe is to god, J may laie deſpetatneſſe) 
but you (hall both well know, and to pour griefes feele, 
that neither the wilineſſe of the Fore, no2 the wuldneſſe 
of the Moulfe, ougbt either to ſee 02 to al ke, whether the 
Lyon either fleepe o2 wake, be at home 02 abꝛode, dead 
oꝛ altue. Foz this is cufficient foz pou to know, that there 
is a Lion, not where he is,02 what he doth. In like mans 
ner Euphnes,is the gouernment of a Monarchie (though 
bomelie be the compariſon,yctapt it is, that it is neither 
the wiſe Fore,no2 the malitious VWolfe , ſhould venture 
fo kat re, as to learne whether the Lion l&pe 02 wake in 
his den, whether the Pzince falt 02 feaſt in the Court 
but this ſhould be their oder, to vnderſtand there is a 
Ring, but what he doth,is f62 the Gods to examine, whoſe 
oꝛdinance he is,not foz men,whoſe onerſeer he is. Then 
how vame is it Euphues(tomilde a woꝛde foꝛ ſo madde a 
minde)that the fote ſhould neglec his office, to cozrect 
the face, oꝛ that ſubiects ſhould ſ@ke moze to know what 
thevꝛ P2inces doe, than what they are: wherein they 
ew themlclues as badde as bealtes , and much _— 
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than my Bees, who in my conceif,though J may ſ&me 
partiall,obſerue moze oꝛder than they, (and if J might ſay 
ſo of nix god Bees)moze honeſtie: honeſtie my old Gran- 
father called that, when men liued by lawe, not liſt : obſer⸗ 
uing in all things the meane, which we name vertue, and 
vertue we account nothing els but to deale iuſtly and tems 
eratlp. 

And ik J might crane pardon, J would a little acquaint 
you with the common wealth of my Beers, which is neither 
impertinent to the matter we haue now in hand, no teas 
dious to make vou wearie. 

Euphues delighted with the diſcourſes of olde Fidus,was 
content to heare anie thing, ſo he might heare him ſpeake 
ſome thing, and conſenting willingly , he deſired Fidus to 
go fo: ward: who now remouing bimſcife nerer to the 
biues,began as followeth. 


'E Entlemen, J haue fo2 the ſpare of theſe twentie yceres 
dwelt in this place, taking no delight in anie thing, bat 

onelie in keping mp Bars, and marking them : and 
this J finde, which had J not ſeene, J ſhould hardly haue 
beleued,that they ble as great wit by indution,and art by 
woꝛkmanſhippe, as euer man hath oz can,vſing betweene 
themſelues no leſſe juſtice than wiſedome, and pet not (g 
much wiſedome as Paieftie ; inſomuch as thou wouldeſt 
thinke that they were a kind of people, a common wealth 
foz Plato, where they all labour, all gather honie,flie all tos 
gether in a ſwarme,; eate in a ſwarme , and ſlæpe in a 
warme: ſo neate and finelie,that they abhoꝛre nothing ſo 
much as vncleanneſſe, dꝛinking pure and cleere water, de⸗ 
lighting in lwiete and ſounde muſicke, which if they 
heare but once out of tune, they flie out of ſight ; and there⸗ 
foze are they called the Paſes birds,becauſe they followe 
not the ſounde ſo much as the conſent, They liac vnder 
* great reuerence to their Elder, as to the wi⸗ 


Thee 
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They <aſe a King, whoſe Pallace they frame, both bꝛa⸗ 
uer in ſhew, and ſtronger in ſubſtaunce : whome if they 
finde to fall, they eſtabliſh againe in bis TMh2one, with no 
leſſe dutie than deuotion, garding him continuall te, as it 
were foz feare he ſhould miſcarrie, and fo loue he ſhould 
not: whome thep tender with ſach faith and fauour,thaf 
whether ſo euer he flpeth they followe him, and if be can- 
not flie,they carrie him, whoſe life they ſo lone, that they 
will not foꝛ his ſafetie ſticke to die, luch care haue they foz 
his health, on whome they build all their hope . If they; 
Pꝛince die they knowe not howe to liue, they languilh , 
wepe, ſigh, neither intending theyz wozke, no; kæping 
their olde ſocietie. And that which is moſt meruaplous 
and almoſt incredible: if there be anie that hath viſobeyed 
his commandements, either of purpoſe o2 vnwittingly,he 
killeth bumſelfe with bis owne King,as executioner of his 
owne ſtubburnnclle. 

The King himletfe hath his ting, which he vſeth ra- 
ther foꝛ honour than puniſhment : And yet Euphucs,albe- 
it they line vnder a Pzince they haue their pꝛiuiledge, and 
as great liberties as ſtraight lawes. 

They call a Parliament, wherein thep conſulte fo: 
lawes, ſtatutes, penalties, chaſing officers, and creating 
their King not by affection,buf reafon : not by the greater 
part, but the better. And if ſacha one by chaunce be thoſen, 
(foz among men ſometimes the wo2lt ſptede beſt) as is 
bad, then is there ſuch ciuill warte and diſſention,that vn- 
till he be pluckt downe there can be no friendſhip : c ouer⸗ 
— hs is no enmitie ; not fighting fo; quarels,buf 
quietne . g . 

Enerie one hath his office , ſome frinnning the Yo- 
nie, ſome wozking the Mare, one framing bines,another 
the combes, and that fo artificiallie, that Dedalus coulde 
not with greater arte 02 ercellencte better diſpoſe the oꝛ⸗ 
ders, meaſures. pꝛopoꝛtions, diſtinctions, toyntes, and cir⸗ 
cles. Diuer ſe hew, others poliſh, and are carefull to doe 


their 
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thefr twozke {0 rongly;as the refit the craft of fwch 
dꝛonos as ſecke to line by their tabours, which maketh them 
to herpe, to watch t ward, as lining in à campeto others, 
© as in a Court to themſelues. Such a cart ol chaſtitis that 
they neuer ingender, ſuch a deſire of fleanneſſe,that there 
ts not ſo much as meate in alt their eue s. When they goe 
fozth to wozke,they marke the winde, the tlouds, x whatſo- 
tuer doth thꝛeaten either their ruine oz ragne, and having 
out of enerie flower honie, they returne loden in 
their mouths, thighs, wings, and all the body, dome they 
that tarried at home reteiue readilie as taling their hack 
of ſo great barthens, 

The king himſelfe not idle, goeth bp and downe, infrea- 
ting, thꝛeatning, com maunding, vſing the coumſell of a ſe⸗ 
quell, but not lofing the dignitie of a Pzince, pzeferring 
thoſe that labour iu greater anthozitis,and puniſhing thoſe 
that lopter with due ſeneritie . All which things being 
mach admirable, yet this is moſt, that they are ſo pꝛoſitable, 
bzinging vnto man both honie e waxe,cach ſo wholeſome, 
that we all deſire it, both lo neceſſary, that we cannot mille 
them.Þere Euphues is a cõmon wealth, which oftentimes 
calling to my mino, I cannot choſe' but commend abone a- 
nie that J haue either read oz heard of, Whers the king is 
not fo2 every one to talke of, where there is ſuch homage, 
ſuch lone, ſutc h labour, that J'bane wiſhed oftentimes ra- 
ther to be a Ber, than not to be as 1 (houldbe, - 

In this little garden with theſe Pues, in this hanle 
lb — 2 he 
was neuer dulle in **attersof ſtate, but referring all my 
tares vnto the wiſedome of grave connſailo2s,and my con- 
fence to the nobis minde of my dzeade Soureraigne and 
Muene,neweraſking what ſhe dyd,bat afwayes pzaping 
ſhe may doe well , not enquiring whether ſh& might doe 
what Ge would, but thinking ſhe would doe nothing but 
what the might. 

232 with a meane — and neuer turi⸗ 
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dus of the bigh:effate  J ſounde me ſueh quiet, that mes 
thinketh be which knoweth leaſt liueth longeſt ; inſomuch 
that J choſe rather to be an Hermit in a caue,than a coun- 
ſellour in the Court. 

Euphues perceiningold Fidus to ſpeake what he thought, 
anſwered him in theſe ſhoꝛt woꝛdes . He is verie obſti⸗ 
nate, whom neither reaſon noz experience can perſwade : 
And trulie ſeing you haue alleadged both, J muſt nedes 
allowe both. And if my fozmer requeſt haue bꝛed anie of- 
fence,let my later repentance make amends, And yet this 
J know, that J enquired nothing that might bꝛing vou in⸗ 
to daunger, oꝛ me into trouble: foz as young as J am, 
this J haue learned, that one may point at a ſtarre but not 
pull at it, and ſ& a Pꝛince, but not ſearch bim: and foz mine 
owne part, J neuer meane to put mine hand betweene the 
barke and the træ, oʒ in matters which are not foz mee to 
be auer curious. | 

The common wealth of your Bees did ſo delight mer, 
that J was not a little ſozrie,that ether their eſtate haus 
not bene longer,o2 your leaſure moze , foz in my ſimple 
judgement there was ſuch an oꝛderlie gouermnent, that 
men may not be alhamed to imitate them,noz you weary 
fo kepe them. 

They hauing ſpent much time in theſe diſcourſes, wers 
called in to ſupper , Philautus moze willing to eate than 
heare their tales, was not the laſt that went in ; where be⸗ 
ing all ſet downe, they were ſeraed all in earthen diſhes, 
all things ſo neat an cleanly,that they perteiued a kind of 
courtly maieſtie in the minde of their boſt, though he wan⸗ 
ted matter to ſhew it in bis houſe. 

Philautus J knowe not whether of nature melancholie, 
oꝛ feeling loue in his boſome, ſpake ſcarce ten wozds ſince 
bis comming into the houſe of Fidus. 

Which the olde man well — merilie thus 
to bn with him. 
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Pernails Gentleman, that all this time pon haue 
bene tongue tied, either thinking not pour ſcife wel⸗ 
tome, oꝛ diſdaining ſa homelte entertainment: in the one 
vou doe ime wzong,foz I thinke J haue not ſhewed my 
feife ſtraunge, ſoꝛ the other von muſt pardon me, foꝛ that 
A haue not to do as J would, but as q may : And though 
England be no graunge, but ye&lveth euerie thing, vet is 

it here as in euerie place, all fo mone p. 

And ik you wil bat accept a willing minde in ſtead cf 
a toſtlie repaſt, J ſhall think my ſelfe-bchotding vnto pon, 
and if time ſerue and my Bees pzoſper, J will make you 
part of amends with a better bꝛeakfaſt. 

Plilautus thus replied: J hnowe god Father, my 
welcome greater than ante waies J can requite, and mp 
cheere moze bountifull then euer J ſhal deſerue, 2 though 
I ſeme ſilent foz matters that trouble me, vet J would 
not haue pou thinke me ſo faliſh , that J ſhould either 
dildaine pour companie, o: miſlike your chare , of both 
the which J thinke ſo well, y if time might anſwere my 
true meaning, J wold excede in coſt, though in curtefie J 
know not how to compare with you ,foz(withont flattery 
be it ſpoken) if the common courteſie of Bngland be no 
wozſe than this towards ſtrangers. J muſt needs thinke 
them happie that trauaile into theſe coaſts, and the inha- 
bitants the moſt curteous of all Countries. 

Beere began Euphues to take the tale aui of Philautus 
mouth, and to plaie with him in his neee mode, 
beginning thus.

Where,and with that her pauſed , as though the re- 
niemberance of his olde life had ſtopped his new ſpeech : 
but Philautus itching to heare what he would ſay,deſired 
bim to goe fozward , bnto whom Fidus fetching a great 
ſigb, ſayd: J will. And there againe made a full point. 
Philautus burning as it were, in deſire of this diſcourſe, 
vꝛged him againe with great intreatie:then the olde man 
commanded the bond to be bncouered, grace being ſaide, 
called foz ſtmles, and fitting by the fixe,vttered the whole 
diſcourſe of his loue,which bzought Philautus a bed, and 
Euphues a fleepe. 

And now Gentlemen, it you will gine eare fo the tale 
of Fidus, it may be ſome will be as watchfull as Philau- 
tus, though many as dzouſte as Euphues. And thus he be- 
gan with heauie countenaunce ( as though his paines 
were pzeſent,not paſt)to frame his tale.

well by the great friends my Father made, as by mine 
owe foꝛwardneſſe, where, it being now but honie Ponce, 
J endeuoured to Court it with a grate, (almoſt paſt grace). 
laying moze on my backe, my friendes could well 
beare , hauing many times a biaue cloake , anda thꝛad 
bare parſſe , cho ſo connerſant with the Ladies as J: 
who ſo pleaſant + who moze pꝛodigall. Inſomuch as J 
thought the time loſt which was not ſpent either · in their 
companie with delight, oz fo2 their company in letters. 
Among all the froup of gallant Gentlemen, J fingled ont 
one (in whom J milliked nothing but his grauitie) that 
aboue all J meant to truſt: who as well fo: the god qua- 
lifies he ſaw in mee, as the little gouernment he feared in 
mer, began one night to vtter theſefew woꝛds.

Foz as all coines are not god that 
haue the image of Cælar , no2 all Golde that is coyned 
with the kings ſtampe: ſo all is not truth that beare th ihe 
ew of godlineſſe, noꝛ all friends that bare a faire face, 
If thou pꝛetend ſuch lone to Euphues, carry thy heart on 
the backe of thy hand, and thy tongue in the palme, that 
J may ſe what is in thy minde, and thou with thy vn⸗ 
gers claſpe thy mouth . Ol aſtranger J can beare much, 
becauſe J know not his manners, of an enimie moze,foz 
that all pꝛoceedeth of mallice, all things of a friend, if it 
be to trie me, nothing if it be to betraie me: J am of Sci+ 
pios minde,who had rather that Hannibal Chould cate his 
heart with ſalf,than Lælius grieue it with vakindneſſe 2 
and of the like with Lalus,who choſe rather to be Naing 
with the. Spaniards, than ſuſpected of Scipio. 

Jcan better take a bliſter of a nettle, than a pzicke of 
a roſe, moꝛe willing that a Rauen ſhould pecke out mine 
ties, than a Turtle pecke at them. To die of the meat one 
liketh not, is better than to ſurſet of that he loueth:and J 
bad rather an enemie Mould buric mar quicke , than a 
friend belie me when. J am dead. Io; 11 

But thy friendſhip Philautus, is like anew faſhion, 
which being vled in the moꝛning, is accounted old be foꝛe 
none: which vartetie of ag being oftentimes no- 
ted of a grade Gentleman of Naples, who hauing bought 
a hat of the neweſt faſhiou, and beſt blocke in all Italie, 
and wearing it but one daie, it was talde him that it was 
Cale, he hung it vp in his ſtudie, and vie wing all ſoz ta, all 
ſhapes,perceiuecd at the laſt his olde hat againe fo come 
into the new faſhion, whetrewith lmiling to htuuſelfe hee 
ſapd, J haue now liued compaſſe, foz Adums alde Apꝛon, 
mu make Eve ancw kirtle : noting this, that when — 
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new thing could be deniſed, nothing could be nroze new 
than the olde, 

I ſpeake this to this ende Philautus, that J fee the as 
often change thy head as others doe their hats, now bee- 
ing friend to Aiax , becanſe he ſhould couer thee with his 
Buckler, now to Vhiles,that he may pleade foz thee with 
his eloquence,now to one, and now to another , and thon 
dealeſt with thy friends as that Oentleman did with his 
felt, foz ſeing not my vaine anſwerable to thy vanities, 
thou goeſt about (but pet the ncereſt wair) to hang me vp 
foz holy dates, as one neither fitting thy head,no2 pleaſing 
thy hwnour, but when Philautus thou ſhalt ſ&,that change 
of friendſhips ſhall make ther a fat Calfe,ant a leane Co- 
fer, that there is no moze holde in a new friend than a 
new faſhion : that hats alter as faſt as the Turner tan 
turne his blocke, and hearts as ſ@ne as one can turne his 
backe: when ſeeing euery one refourne to his olde wea⸗ 
ring, and finde it the beſt:then compelled rather foz wank 
of others, than god will of mee, thou wilt retire to Euphu- 
es, whom thou laidſt by the walls, and lecke him as a new 
friend, ſaying to thy ſelfe, J daue lined compaſſe, Euphues 
olde faith, muſt make Philautus'a new friend. Mherein 
thou reſembleſt thoſe that at the firſt comming of new 
Mine, leaue the olde , yet finding that grape moze plea 
ſant than wholeſome, they beginne fo ſaye as Calliſtenes 
dyd to Alexander, that he had rather carouſe olde graines 
with Diogenes in his diſh, than new Grapes with Alex- 
ander in his ſtanding Cup:foz of all Gods, ſaid he, J lous 
not Aeſculapius. 

But thou art willing to change, elſe wonldeff thon be 
vnwilling fo quarrell:thou kepeſt oncly company out of 
my ſight, with Reynaldo thy Country man, which J ſuſ⸗ 
pecting concealed,and now pꝛouing it doe not care, if he 
haue better deſerned the name of a friend than J, God 
knoweth: but as Achilles held — 
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Vliſſes was foft by the Sea, to the Tombe of Aiax, as 4 
manileſt token of his right:fo thon being foꝛſaken of Rey- 
naldo, wilt be founde in Athens by Euphues doze, as the 
true owuer . Which J ſpeake not as one loth to loſe the, 
bat carefull thou loſe not thy ſelfe, 4 

Thou thinkeſt an Apple may pleaſe a childe, and eue⸗ 
rie odde ant were appcaſca friend . No Philautus, a plat- 
ſtcr is ſmall amends foꝛ a bNoken head, g a bad excuſe will 
not purge an ill accuſer, 

A friend is long a getting, and (one loft, like a Mer⸗ 
chantes riches , who by tempeſt loſeth as much in two 
houres, as he hath gathered together in twentie peerres. 
Nothing ſo faſt knit as glaſſe, yet once bꝛoken, it can nes 
uer be iopned: Nothing fuller of mettall than ſtole, pet 
ouer heated, it will neuer bee hardned,friendſhip i is the beſt 
pearle, but by dil daine, thꝛowen into vineger, it burlleth 

rather in pecces,than it will bow to any ſoftneſſe. | 

It is a ſalt fiſh that water cannot make kreſh, wete 
Vonie that is not made bitter with gall,hard gold that is 
not to be mollified with fre, and a miraculous friend that 
is not made an enimie with contempt. But gine me leaue 
to examine the cauſe of thy diſcourſe to the quick, ę omits 
ting the circumſtance, J will to the ſubſtance. 

The oncly thing thou layeft ta my charge is laue,and 
that is a god oznament , The reaſon to pꝛoue it, is my 
p:ayfing of women, bat that is no god argument.

Priamus began to be iealous of Hecuba , when he 
knewnane dpd loue her, but when der loued manie, and 
thou of mee, When thou arte aſſured J lone none, but thou 
thy ſelte euerie one, but whether J lone 02 no, J cannot 
line in quiet, vnleſſe J be fit fo2 (hy dygt 2. wherein thou 
doe ſt imitate Scyron and Procuſtes, oho framing _ 
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W2alle to their owne bigneſſe, cauſed to be placed as a 
lodging foz all paſſengers, inſomuch Þ none could trave!l 
that waie, but he was infozced to take meaſure of their 
ſhetes:if he were tw long foz the bed, they cut off his legs 
foz catching tolde, it mas no plate fo2 a lungis:if toſhoze, 
they racked him at length, it was no pallet foz adwarfe:x 
certes Philautus,thep are no leſte to be diſcommended fo2 
their crueltie, than thou foz thy follie. Foz in like manner 
halt thon built a bed in thine owne bzaines, wherein eue⸗ 
tie one mult be of thy tength,ifhe loue, thou cutteſt him 
tho:ter either with ſome odde deniſe , 02 graue counſell, 
C wering rather than thou wouldſt not be be lerued, that 
— ne Venus, with a @piinige ſpꝛinkled 
with f werte water, but if once ſhe wꝛong it, it would 
dzope bloud:that her Jnoziecombe wold at the firſt tickle 
the haires, but at the laſt turne al the hatres into Adders: 
kw thut nothing is moꝛe hatefal than laue. be loue not, 
thou ſtretcheſt out like a Wire dꝛawer, making a'Wire 
as\oniFarthy finger, longer than thine arme, pulleng on 
with the pincers with the Shomakera little hoe on a 
great fete, titi thom cracke thy credit, as he doth bis (ftt- 
ches alleadging that tone followeth a god wit, as þ ſha- 
yow doth the bovis; and as requiſite fo2 a Gentleman, 
as ſtœle in a weapom : A wit ſayſt thou, without loae;is 
line an Urge without alt, and a Courtier voide of affec- 
tion, like ſaſt without ſauour. Then as one pleaſing thy

but foz feare the ſhould commit anp, all women ſhonld be 
as Gæſar would haue his wife,not onely fr from ſinne, 
but from ſuſpition: It ſuch be in the Engliſh Court, it A 
ſhould not pꝛaiſe them, then weuldeſt thou ſay, J care not 
fo; their vertue, æ now J give them their commendation, 
thou ſweareſt x lone them foꝛ their beautie: Oo that it 
is no leſſe labour to pleaſe thy minde, than a ſicke mans 
mouth, who can reliſh nothing by the taſte, not that the 
fault is in the meate, but in his maladie,no2 thou like of

Do you thinke Gentleman, that the minde being crea⸗ 
ted of God, can be ruled by man, oz that anie one can 
mone the heart but hee that made the heart: Bat ſuch 
bath bene the luperſtition of olve women, and ſuch the 
follie of young men, that there could be nothing ſo vaine

Wihat the fozce of love is baue knowen, what the cf- 
fects haue bene, J hane heard: pet coulde J neuer ſearne, 
that euer loue could be wonne by the vertues of hear bs, 
ſtones,oꝛ woꝛdes.

Patrhaſius painting Hopplytides, could neſther make 
him that ran to ſweate, noz the other that put off his ar- 
moꝛ to bzeath,adding this as it were-foz@ note, No far- 
ther thancoulours: meaning;that to giue lite was not in 
bis penſill, but in the Gods. 
And the like may be ſayd of vs that giue our mindes 
to knowe the coarſe of the Starres, the Planeftes;the 
whole globe of heauen, the ſimplcs, the compounds, the 
bowels of the earth, that ſome thing we may gelle by the

which is not halle lo gwd, that will doe as much god, and 
yet trulp no moꝛe. 

The hearbe Cariſum moyſtned with the bloud of a 
Liſard,and hanged about your necke,will cauſe Camilla

I omit the Thiſtle Eryngium, the hearbes Catanenci, 
and Py teuma, Iuba his Charito ble phæron, and Orpheus 
Staphilinus, all of iuch vertue in caſes of Loue, that if 
Camilla ſhould but taſte anie one of them in her mouth, 
ſhee woulo neuer let it goe downe her thzoate , leaſt ſhe 
ſhould be poiſoned,fo2 well you know Gentleman, that 
— is a poiſon, and therefoze by poiſon it muſt be main⸗

If vou take ſeauen baires of Hienas lippes, and cars 
rie them fire daies in your teth, 02 a peece of her ſkinne 
next your bare hearte , oz her bellie girded to pour lefte 
ſide ,if Camilla ſuffer you not to obtaine pour purpole, 
certainlie ſhe cannot choſe but thanke you log your 


panes, | 

And if you want medicines fo winne women, J haue 
pet moze,the lunges of a Uulture,the aſhes of Stellio, the 
left ſtonc of a Cocke, the tongue of a Goſe,the bꝛaine of 
a Cat, the laſt haire of a Molues taile, things caſie to be 
had, and commonly pꝛadiſed, © that J would not haue 
thee ſtand in doubt of thy loue , when either a young 
Swallowe famiſhed , o2 the chꝛowding ſhete of a dare 
friend,oz a waren Taper that burnt at his fete, oz the 
inchanted Needle that Medea hidde in Iaſons lene , are 
— not onelie to make them deſire loue, but alſo die fog 

oue. 

Bow do yon now fle your ſelfe Philautus? If the leaſt 
of theſe charmes be not ſufficient foz ther, all exozciimes 
and coniurations in the wozlde will not ſerue _ 

ou 
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Bou ſe Gentleman , info what blinde and grote er⸗ 
rours in olde time we were tead , thinking euerte olde 
wines tale to be a truth, and every merrie woꝛd, a very 
witchcraft , When the Aegyptians fell from thetr God 
to their Pꝛieſt ot M Grecians from their 
moꝛall queſtions to their d of Pyrrhus, and 
the Romanes from religion to pollicie, then beganne all 
ſuperſtition to bze&ve,s all impietie to blome,and to be 
fo great they are both growe, that the the one beeing then 
an Infant, is nom an Elephant, and the other being then 
a twig, is now a tree. 
' They inuented as many inthauntments fo; loue , as 
they did fo; the tot hache, but he that hath tried both, wil | 
ſap, that the beſt charme foz a twth is to pull it out, and 
the beſt remedie foz lous to weare it out. If incantations 
oz pations, oꝛ amozons ſayings told haue pzenailed,Cir- 
ces would neuer haue loſt Vliſſes, noꝛ P haxdra Hippoli- 
tus,no2 P hillis Demophoon , Jf Conturations,Charec- 
ters, Circles, Figures, Fiendes, 02 Furies, might haue 
wꝛought any thing in tone, Medea wouſo not haue ſuffe⸗ 
red Iaſon fo alter his mind 
If the ſirupes of Micaonias,o2 the vearſes,of Aeneas, 
dꝛ the Satyren of Dipfas, were of fozce to mone the mind, 
they all thze woulde not haue beens martired with the 
tozments of love. 
No, no Philautus, thou maiſt well poilon Camilla with 
ſuch dꝛegges, but neuer perſ wade her: Foz J conkeſſe, 
that ſuch bearbes may alter the bodie from ſtrength to 
weakneſſe : but fo thinks that they can moue the minds 
from vertue to vice, from chaſtitie to luſt, J am not fo 
fimple to beleeae , neither would J bane thee ſo ſinſull as 
to doe it. 
Lucilla minifring an omoꝛous potion vnto her hu 
— Lucretius, pꝛocured his death, whole lyfe ſhe onelx 

red. 
Ariſtotle noteth one, that being inflamed with tho 
deautie 
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beantfe of a faire Ladie, thought by medicine to pzocnre 
dis bliſſe, and wꝛought in the end his bane; Do was Ca- 
lugula laine of Cæ ſonia, and Lucius Lucullus of Caliſline. 
Perſ wave thy ſelfe Plulautus, that to vie hearbes to win 
loue, will weaken thy bodie,e to thinke that hearbes can 
further, dot hurt the ſoule: foz as great fozce haue they 
in ſuch cales, as noble men thought them to haue in the 
olde time. Achimenius the hearb was of ſuch fozce, that 
it was thought if it were thzowen into the battaile , it 
would make all the ſouldiours tremble:but where was 
it when the Humbri and Tentoni were exiled by war, 
where grew Achemenius , one of whole leanes woulde 
baue ſaued a thouſand liues, 
The Kings of Perſia gaue their ſouldiours the Plant 
Latacc,which who ſa had, ſhould haue plentie of meate, 
and monie, t men, and all thinges:but why did the ſoul⸗ 
diours of Cæſar endure ſuch famine in P harſalia, if one 
bearbe might haue caſed ſo many hearts? 

here is Balis that luba ſo commendeth,the which 
tould call the dead to life, and yet he himſelfe died? 

Democritus made a confection, that whoſoeuer dzanke 
it, ſyould haue a faire, a foꝛtunate, and a god child. Why 
did not the Per ſian kings ſ will this Nectar, hauing ſuch 
defoꝛmed and vnhappie iſſue: 

Cato was of that mind, that toꝛer inchanted woꝛdes 
tonlo heale the eie ſight: and Varro, that a verſe of Sibilla 
could eaſe the gout, yet the one was faine to vic running 
water, which was but a colde medicine, the other pati⸗ 
ence, which was but a dꝛie plaiſter, 

I would not haue thartbinke Philautus, hat lone is to 
be obtained by ſuch meanes,but one lie by faith, Uertue, 
and Conſtancie. 

Philip king of Macedon, caſting his eie vppon a faire 
Virgen, became enamoured, which Olympias his Wife 
percetuing,thought him to be inchanted, and cauſed one 
of her (eruants to bʒing the r "208 her » _

he thought to thꝛuſt both to exile and ſhame: but views 
ing her faire face without blemiſh, her chaſt eies without 
glancing,her modeſt countenante, her ſober and womans 
ke behantour,finding alſo her vertues to be no leſſe than 
her bcautie , ſhe ſaide , in my ſelfe there are charmes, 
meaning that there was no greater inchautment in loue 
than temperance, wil dome, heautie, and chaſtitie, Fond 
therefoze is the opinion of thoſe, that thinke the minds 
to be tied to Pagicke , and the pꝛadiſo of thoſe filthie 
that ſeke thoſe meanes. 

Loue dwellcth in the minds , in the will,and in the 
heart, which neither coniurer can alter, us: Phiſicke, Foz 
as credible it is, that Cupid ſhatethj his arrow, i hittethf 
the heart, as that — haue the fozce to be witch the 
heart, onelie this difference there is, that the one was a 
fiction of Poetrie, the other of ſuperſtition. The will is 
pleaced in the Soule, and who can enter there, but her 
that created the ſoulex - 

Ho, no, Gentleman, what ſoeuer you haue heard touch⸗ 
ing this, beleeue nothing: loꝛ they in mine opinion, which 
imagine that the minde is either bp incantatid, o extan⸗ 
tacion to be ruled, are as farre from truth, as the Caſt 
from the Meſt, and as nere impietie againſt Cod, as 
they are to ſhame among men, and ſo contrarie is it to 
the pꝛofelſion ofa Chꝛiſtian, as Paganiſme. 

Suffer not pour ſelfe to be lead with that vile conceif, 
pꝛadiſe in pour loue all kinde of lopaltie. Be not mute, 
no? full of babble: be ſober,but auoid ſullenneſle: vſe no 
kinde of riot, either by banketting, which pꝛocureth ſur⸗ 
fets-: noꝛ in attire, which haſteth beggerie. 

If yon thinke wel of pour wit, be alwales pleaſant: - 
ik ill, be often ſilent:in the one thy talke hall pꝛoue thee 
charpe, in the other, thy modeſtie wile. 

All Fich are not caught with Flies, all women are 
not allured with perſonage . Frame Letters „Ditties, 
Muſicke, and all meanes that honeſtie map allow ; Foz

theytrip with their wills, the ane pꝛoterding of foꝛgetful⸗ 
neſſe, the other of their naturall weakencſſe . But to the 
matter. 


I my beauty which God knowes how ſimple it is) 
Athould intangle any with deſire, then ſhould J thus 
thinke, that either he were inflamed with luſt, rather tha 
lone (oz that he is moued by my countenance,not enqui⸗ 
ring of my conditions) 02 elſe that J gaue ſome occaſion 
of lightneſſe,becanſe be gathereth a hope to ſpeede, where 
he neuer had the heart to ſpeak. But if at the laſt J hold 
perceive that his faith were fried like gold in the fire,. that 
his affection p2occeved from a minde to pleaſe, not from 
a mouth to delade,then would J either anſ were his loue 
with liking,o2 weane him from it by reaſon. Fo2 J hope 
fir, you will not thinke this, but that there ſhould be in 
a woman, as well a tongue to denie, as in a man to de- 
ſire,that as men haue reaſon to like fo2 beautie, where 
they lone , ſo women haue wit to refuſe fo; ſund2y cau⸗ 
ſes, where they lone not. 

Dtherwiſe were we bound to ſuch an incõueniente, 
that whoſoener ſerued vs, we ſhould anſ were his lute, 
when in cuery reſpect we miſlike his covitions, ſo that 
Nature might be ſaid to frame vs foz others humours, 
not foꝛ our owne appetite. Mherein to ſome we ſhould 
be thought very curteous,but to the molt ſcarce honeff. 
Foz mine owne part, it there neee 
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tiked ot anp, I thinke it reaſon to beſtow on ſuch a one, 
as hath alſo ſomewhat to content me, ſo that where 1 
know my ſelfe loued, and doe lone againe, à would vpon 
iuſt trial l of his conſtantie take him . Surius without as 
nie ſtop oz long pauſe,replied pꝛeſentlie. 


Adie, if the Toꝛteiſe pon ſpeake ot in India, were as 
tunning in lwimming, as you are in ſpeaking, bee 
would neither feare the heate of the Sun, noz the gin of 
the Fiſher. But that excuſe was bꝛought in, rather to 
hew what you could ſaie, than fo crane pardon ſoꝛ that 
vou haue ſaid. But to pour anſ were. 

-What pour beautie is, J will not here diſpute, leaſt ei⸗ 
ther your modeſt cares ſhould glow to heare pour owne 
pꝛaiſes, 02 my (math tongue trippe in being curious to 
your perfection, ſo that what J cannot comend ſufficients 
lie, J wil not ccaſe continuallp to meruaile at. Nou wan⸗ 
der in one thing out of the waie, where yon ſay, p many 
are inflamed with the countenante, not inquiring of the 
conditions, when this poſition was befoze'greunded,that 
there was none beautiful, but ſhe was 'alſomercafull,and 
ſo dzawing by the face of her beautie, all other mozrall 
vertues,foz as one thing being touched with the Loads 
ſtone, dꝛaweth another, that his fellow, till it come to a 
chaine, ſo a Lady in indued with beautie pulleth on cur⸗ 
teſie, curteũe, mertie, and one vertue linkes it ſelfe to an 
other, vntill there be a rare perfection. 

Beſides, touching peur owne lightneſſe, you muſk not 
imagine that loae b:edeth in the heart of man by pour 
lokes,brt by his owne eies, neither by pour woꝛds whe 
you ſpeake wittelp, but by his own cares, which conceiug 
aptlie. So that were you dumbe and cauld not ſpealte, oꝛ 
blind and could not ſee, yet ſhould pour be beloued, which 
argueth plainly,that the eie of the man is the arrowe, the 
beautie of the woman, the white, which ſhoteth not, but 
receiueth,being the pacient, not the agent: vpon trial! 

Bh. ii. you 
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vou confeſſe you would ttuſt, but what triall yon requires 
you conceale, which maketh me ſuſpect', that either you 
would haue a triall without meane,o2 without end, ei⸗ 
ther not to be ſuſtained being impollible, o not to be ſini⸗ 
ſhed, being infinet, herein pou would haue one run in 
a circle, where there is no wate out, oz build in the aire, 
where there is no meanes how, 

This triall Camilla muſt be ſiftcd to narrow points, 
leaſt in ſeeking to trie pour loner like a Jenet , you tire 
hinflike a iade. 

Then yon require this libertie(which trulie J cannot 
denie pou) that you may haue tye choice,as well to refuſes 
as the man hath to offer,requiring by that reaſon ſome 
qualities in the perſon you would beſtow pour lone on: 
pet craftily hiding what pꝛoperties either pleaſe you beff, 
oꝛ like women well: wherein againe you mone a doubt, 
whether perſonage , oz wealth, oꝛ wit, oz all, are to be res 
quired,fo that what with the cloſe triall of his faith, and 
p ſubtif{ wiſhing of his qualities,you make either your 
loner ſo holie, that foz faith he mult be made all of truth, 
o2 ſo exquiſite, that foz ſhape he muſt be framed in ware: 
which if it be your opinion, the beantie you haue will be 
withered befoze you be wedded,and pour woers god old 
Gentlemen,befozc they be ſpeders, 

Camilla not permitting Surius to leape oner the hedge, 
which thee let faz to keepe him in, with a (miling counte⸗ 
nance ſhaped him this anſ were. 


] F your poſition be graunfed, $ where beantie is, there 

is alſo vertue, then might you adde, that where a faire 
flower is, ther is alſo a \ wete ſauour, which how repug⸗ 
nant if is to our common experience, there is none but 
knoweth,and how contrarie p other is to truth, there is 
none bat ſeth.Thy the doe you not ſet downe this fo: 
a rule, which is as agreeable to reaſon,} Rhodope being 
vcautifull(tf a god complection and faire ſauour be _ 
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med beautie) was alſo vertuous:that Lais ercelling, was; 
alſo honeſt:that P hrine ſurpaſſing them both in beautie, 
was alſo turteous: But it is a reaſon among your pbilo⸗ 
ſophers, that the diſpoſition of the minde, followeth the 
compoſition ofthe bodie:how true in arguing it may be 
JI know not, how falſe in triall it is, who knoweth not: 
'Beautie,thouch it be amiable, wozketh many things 
contrarie to her faire ſhew,not vnlike vnto ſiluer, which 
being: white,dzaweth blacke lines,o2 reſembling the tall 
trees in Ida, which allured many to reſt in them Wver 
their hadow,and then infected them with their ſent. 

Now, where as you ſet downe, that Loue commeth 
not from the cies of the woman,vut from the glaũces of 
the man(vnder cozrection be it ſpoken) it is as farre from 
the truth, as the head from the toe. Foz were a Ladie 
blind, in what can ſhe be beautifull 2 Af dumbe, in what 
manifelt her wit: when as the eie hath euer ben thought 
the pear le of the face and the tongue the Ambaſſadour of 
the heart . It there were ſuch a Ladie in this companie 
Surius, that (houlo winke with both her cies , when pou 
would haue her ſ& pour amozons lokes,o2 be no blab of 
her tongue, when pou would haue her anſwere to your 
queſtions, J cannot thinke,that either her vertuoas con. 
ditions , 02 her white and red complection , could moug 
pou to loue, . 

Although this might ſomewhat pꝛocure your liking, 

that doing what you liſt, ſhe will not ſe it, and ſpeaking 
what you would, he will not vtter it: two notable ver⸗ 
tues, and rare in our ſexe, patience, and ſilence, 

But why talke J about Ladies that haue no eies, 
when there is no man that will loue them, ik he himſelfe 
haue eies. Poze reaſon there is to woe one that is dübe, 
fo2 that ſhe cannot denie your ſute: and pet baning cares 
to heare,ſhe may as well giue an anſwere with a ſigne, 
as a ſentence. But to the purpoſe, 

Acne cometh not from him that loue th, but from the 
Bb. ig. partie 
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partie loued, elſe muſk he fake his lour vpan no cauſe,and 
then it is luſt, oz thinke himſelfe the cauſe, and then it is 
no loue. Then mult pon conclude thus, it there be not in 
women the occaſion , they are foles to truſt men that 
pꝛaiſe thein, it the cauſe be in them, then are not men wile 
to arrogate it to themſelues. 

It is the eie of the woman that is made of Adamant, 
the heart of the man that is framed of pꝛon, and J cannot 
thinke you will ſate that the vertue attractiue is in the 
pꝛouwhich is dꝛawen by fozce,but in the Adamant that 
ſearcheth it perfozce. And this is the reaſon, that many 
men haue bene entangled againſt their wilg with lone, 
and kept in it with their wils. 

Vou knowe Surius, that the fire is in the flint that is 
ſtriken, not in the ſteele that ſtriketh, the light in the Sun 
that lendeth, not in the Pane that boꝛroweth, the loue in 
the woman that is ſerued, not in the man that ſueth. 

The ſimilitude you bꝛought in ofthe arrow, de w no- 
thing right to beautie,wherefoze J muſt ſhote that ſhaft 
at your owne bzealt., Foz it᷑ the eie of man be the arrow, x 
beautie the white(a faire marke foz him that dzaweth in 
Cupids bow)then mult if neccſarily inſue, that the.archer 
deſireth with an aime to hit the white, not the white the. 
arrow, that the marke allureth the archer, not the hoter: 
the marke, and thereſoze is Venus ſaid in one eie to haue 
two apples, which is commonlie appiped to thoſe that 
witch with the eies, not thoſe that woe with the eies. 
Touching triall, J am neither ſo foliſh to deſire things 
impoſſible,noz ſo froward to requeſt that which bath no; 
end. Bat woꝛdes ſhall neuer make me/petreae without 
woꝛks, leaſt in following a faire ſhadam . loſe the firme 
ſubſtance, and in one woꝛd ſef-downe the onely trial that 
a Ladie requireth of her loner, it is this,that he perfozme 
as inuch as he (ware, that cuerte oath be a derde, euerie 
gloe a Oalpell, pꝛomiſing nothing in his talke, that be. 
perfozine not in his friall, = 
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Che qualities that are required of the minde.are god 
conditions:as temperance,not to exceede in diet:chaſtitie, 
not to ſinne in deũre:conſtancie, not to touet change:wit 
to delight, wiſedome to inftruct, mirth to pleaſe without 
offence, and modeſtie to gouerne without pꝛeciſcneſſe. 

Concerning the bodie, as there is no Gentle woman fo 
curious to haue him in pꝛint, ſo there is no one ſo carelcs 
to haue him a wꝛetch, onely his right ſhape to ſhew him 
a man, his Chꝛiſtendome to pꝛoue his faith, indifferent 
wealth to maintalne his family, expeding all things nes 
ceſſar ie, nothing ſupertluous. And to conclude with pou 
Surius, vnleſſe might haue ſuch a one, had as lieſe bee 
buried as married, wiſhing rather ta haue no beauty and 
die achaſt virgin, than no foy,and line acurſed wife. Su- 
rius as one daunted hauing little to anſwere, pet deligh⸗ 
2 to heare her ſpeake, with a ſhoꝛt ſpach vttered theſe 

des. 


Perteiue Camilla, chat be your cloth neuer ſo bad, it 
wil take ſome coulour, and pour cauſe neuer ſo falſe, 
it will beare ſome ſhew of pꝛobabilitie: wherein you ma- 
nifeſt the right nature of a woman, who hauing no way 
to winne, thinketh to ouercome with woꝛdes. This J 
gather by pour annſwere , that beautie may haue faire 
leaues & foule fruit, that all that are not amiable are not 
honeff, that lone pꝛocedeth of the womans perfection, and 
the mans follies, that the triall looked fo2,ts to pertoꝛme 
whatſoeuer they pꝛomiſe, that in minde he be vertuous, 
in bodie comely : ſuch a huſband in my opinion, is to be 
wiſhed foꝛ, but not loked ſoꝛ. Take have Camilla, that 
ſeking all the wod foz a ſtraight ſticke, vou choſe not at 
the laſt a croked ſtaffe: 02 deſcribing a god counſell ta 
others, thou thy ſelfe followe not the woꝛſt: much like ta 
Chius, who ſelling the beſt wine to others, dzanke him⸗ 
ſelfe the 1s. | 
Traly quoth Camilla,my wall was blacke,and hou 
0g 
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foze it conld take no other conluz, and my cauſe god, and 
therefoꝛe admitted no cautll: as fo2 the rules J ſef down 
of loue, they were not coined of me, but learned: 4 being 
ſo true, beleæued. Jf my foꝛtune be ſo ill, that ſearthing foz 
a wand, I gather a Camocke, oz ſelling wine to other, J 
dꝛinke vineger my ſelfe, J muſt be content, p of the woz1k 
poꝛe helpe patience : which by ſo much the moze is to be 
bozne,by how much the moze it is perfoꝛce. 

As Surius was ſpeaking, the Ladie Flavia pꝛeuented 
him, ſaping: it is time Þ vou bꝛeake off your ſpeech, leaſt 
we haue nothing to ſpeake,foz ſhould you wade any far⸗ 
ther, you would both waſte. the night, and leave vs no 
time, and take our reaſons, and leaue vs no matter: that 
euerp one therfoze map ſay ſomwhat, we command you 
fo ceaſe: that yon haue both ſapd ſo well, wee giue vou 
thankes, Thus letting Surius and Camilla to whiſper by 
themſelues ( whoſe talke we will not hcare ) the Ladie 
began in this manner to greete Martius. 

We ſee Martius, that where young folks are, theꝝ treate 
ol laue, when ſouldiers meerte, they confer of war, Pain- 

ters of their coulours, Muſſ tions of their crochets, 4 ene- 
rie one talketh of that moſt, he liketh beſt, Which ſeeing 
it is ſo, it behoueth vs that haue moze peres, to haue moꝛe 
wiſedome, not to meaſure our talke by the affections ws 
haue had, but by. thoſe we ſhould haue. 

In this therefoze J would know thy mind, whether 
if be conuenient foz women to haunt ſuch places whers 
Gentlemen are,o2 foz men. to haue accefſe to Gentle wo- 
men, which me thinketh in reaſon cannot be tollerable, 
knowing that there is nothing moze pernttious to either, 
than loue, and that lone bzeedeth by nothing ſoner than 
lohes. They that feare water will come neere no wels, 
they that ſtand in dꝛead of burning, flie from the fire : x 
ought not they p would not be entangled with deſire,to 
refraine companie:If loue haue the pangs which þ paſſi- 
onate ſet downe,whby do they not abſtaine fro the _ 
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il if be pleaſant, why doe they diſpꝛaiſe ite A 
. We ſhun the place of peſtilence fo2 feare of infection, 
the cies of Catheriſmes becauſe of diſeaſes, the ſight of the 
Waſiliſ ke,fo2 feare of death, and ſhall we not eſchue the 
companie of them that may intrap vs to loue , which is 
mo2e bitter than anie deſtruction? - 

Af we flie thenes that ſteale our gods, ſhall we fol- 
lowe murtherers that cut our thzoates : If we bee he⸗ 
die to come where Maſpes be,leaſt we bee ſtung, ſhall 
we hazard to runne where Cupid is, where we ſhall be 
ſifeled : Trulie Martius, in my opinion, there is no- 
thing either moze repugnant to reaſon , oz abhozring 
from Mature, than to ſ&ke that we ſhould chunne, lea⸗ 
ning the cleere ſtreame to -dzinke of the muddie Ditch, 
oz in the ertremitie of heate to lie in the parching Dunne, 
when we may fleepe in the colde ſhadowe,o2- being free 
from fancie , to ſeeke after tone , which is as much as to 
cole a hot liner with ſtrong wine, oꝛ to cure a weake ſto⸗ 
macke with raw fleſh , Jn this J would heare thy ſen⸗ 
tente, induced the rather to this diſcourſe,foz that Surius 
and Camilla hath begun it, then that J like it: Lone in 
me hath neuer power to command , noz perl waſion to 
intreate. Which how idle a thing it is, and how peſti⸗ 
— youth , J partlie knowe , and you J am ſare can 
geſſe. ä 
Martius not verie young to diſcourſe of theſe matters, 
pet deſirous to vtter his minde, whether it were fo flat- 
ter Surius in his will , oz to make triall of the Ladies 
wit:began thus to frame his anſ were. 


Mam pere is in Chio the image of Diana, which 
| to thoſe that enter,ſeme ſharpe and ſowze, but re- 
turning alter their ſutes made, loketh with a mer⸗ 
rie and pleaſant countenance , And it may bee, that 
at the enterance of my diſcourſe , vou will bende pour 
bzowes as one diſpleaſed , but hearing my pzofe , be 
Cc. delighted 
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delighted and ſatiffled. 

The queſtion you mone is, whether it be requiſite 
that Gentlemen and Gentlewomen ſhould mete.DTru- 
iye among Loners it is convenient to augment deſire, 
amongſt thoſe that are firme, neceſſarie to maintaine 
ſoctetie . Foz to take away all meting foz feare of lone, 
were to kindle among all, the fire of hate. 

There is greater daunger Padame,by abſence, which 
— melancholp, than by pzeſence, which ingendzeth 
on. 

If the ſight bee ſo perillous, that the company ſhonld 
bee barred , why then admit pou thoſe to ſe banquets, 
that may thereby ſurfet, o2 ſuffer them to cate thepz 
meate by a Candle that have ſoze eles 2 To ba ſeperas 
ted from one J fone , would make mer moze conſtant, 
and to keepe compante with her J loue not, would not 
kindle defire . Love commeth as well in at the eares, by 
the repoꝛt of god conditions, as in at the eies by the a- 
miable countenance, which is the cauſe that diverſe haue 
— thole they neuer ſawe , and lene thoſe they neuer 

ed. 

Pon alleadge that thoſe that feare dzowning , come 
neere no Wells, no2 they that dꝛeade burning,neere no 
Fire. Why then let them ſfande in doubt alſo to waſh 
thepꝛ handes in a ſhallow bꝛoke, foz that Serapus fal- 
ling into a channell, was dzowned : and let him that is 
colde, neuer warme his hands foz that a ſparke fell into 
the cies of Actina, whereof ſhe dyed , Let none come 
into the company of women, fo2 that diuerſe haue beene 
allured to loue, and being refuſed, haue vſed violence to 
themſelues. 

Let this be ſet vowne fo2 a law, that none walke as 
bꝛoad in the date but men, leaſt mecting a beautiful wo⸗ 
man, he fall in lone and loſe his libertie. 

J thinke Madame you will not be ſo pꝛeciſe, to cut 
aft all conference , becauſe loue commeth by often — 
mu 
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munication, which if you doe, let vs all now pzeſentlie de⸗ 
part, leaſt in ſing the beautie which dazelth our eyes, 
and hearing the wildomes which tickleth our eares, we 
be inſtamed with lone. 

But vou ſhalſ neuer beate the Flie from the Candle, 
though the burne , noz the Quaile from the Yemlocke, 
though it be potion, noꝛ the louer fromthe company of his 
Ladie,though it be perillous, 

At falleth out ſundꝛie times;that compante i is the cauſe 
fo ſhake off loue, woꝛtzing the effects of the rote Kubars 
be, which being ful of cholar, purgeth chatar,o2 of the ſcoʒ⸗ 
pions ſting, who being full of poiſon, is 8 remedie fo pots 


ſon, 

But this J conel ude, that to barre one that is in 
lone of the companie of his Ladie , maketh him rather 
mad than mo2tifted,fo2 him to refraine that never knew 
loue, is either to ſuſpect him of folie without cauſe,o; the 
_ way foz him to fall into fallte when he knoweth the 


A Louer is like the hearbe Helitropium, which al- 
waies inclineth to that place where the Sunne ſhineth, 
and being depꝛined of the Dunne, dieth. Foz as Luna- 
ris hearbe, as long as the Mone waxeth, bzingeth fozth 
leaues, and in the waining ſhakath them off: ſo a Loner 
whileſ he is in the compante of bis Lady, where all totes 
tncreaſe,vttereth many pleaſant conceites , but banni⸗ 
ſhed from the ſight of his Piſtrefle , where all mirth de⸗ 
creaſeth,either liueth in wiclancholie,oz dieth with del⸗ 
peration. 

The Lady Flania ſpeaking in bis calf, p2occedeth in 
this manner, 


T Kulie Martius, J had not thought that as vet your 
Coltes toth ſtucke in your mouth , oz that ſo olde a 
frewant in loue, could hetherto remember hisleſon, 


Bou leme not to infferre chat it is requiſite they ſhould 
Cc. ũ. mete 
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mete,but being in loue, that is conuenient, leaſt falling 
into a mad mode, they pine in their owne peuiſhneſle, 
Why then let it follow, that the Dꝛunkard which ſur⸗ 
ketteth with wine, be alwaies quaffing, becauſe he liketh 
it, oꝛ the Epicure which glutteth himſelle with meate, 
be euer cating,foz that it contenteth him, not ſ&king at 
anie time the meanes to red:eſſe their vices,but to renue 
them. But it fareth with the loner as it doth with him 
that powzeth in much Wine, who is euermoꝛe thirſtie, 
than he that dzinketh moderafly , foz hauing once taſted 
the delights of lone, he deſireth moſt the thing that bur- 
A — a plaiſter to the wound, but a 
cozaſiue. 

Jam of this minde, that if t be dangerons to laie flare 
to the ſtre, Salt to the cies, Salphure to the noſe,that the 
it cannot be but perillous , to let one louer come in the 
p2elence of the other. Foz Surius oger-heareing the Lady, 
and ſing her ſo earneſt, although he were moze earnelf 
in bis ſute to Camilla, cut her off with theſe wozdes. 


DDD Madame gine mee leane either fo departe, oz 

to ſpeake, foz in truth you gall me moze with theſe 
tearmes than pou wilt, in ſerming to inneigh ſo bitterlie 
againſt the meting of louers, which is the onelie mar⸗ 
rowe of loue, and though J doubt not but that Martius 
is ſufficientlie armed to anſ were pou , pet would J not 
haue thoſe reaſons refelled, which J loath to haue repea⸗ 
ted. It may be vou vtter them not of mallice you beare 
fo loue, but onelie fo moue contronerſie, where there is 
no queſtion : Foz if you enuie to haue louers miete, why 
Did pou graunt vs, it allow it, why ſecke you to ſeperate 
vs. | 
The god Ladie could not refraine from laughter, 
when the ſawe Surius ſo angrie , who in the middeſt of 
His owne tale was troubled with hers, whome ſhe thus 
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againe anſwered, 

I trie you mercie gentleman, J had not thought to haue 
catched you whe J fiſhed foz another: but J perccine now 
that with one Beane it is eaſie to catch two pigeons,and 
with one bait to haue diverſe bits. J ſc that others may 
gelle where the ſhoe wings beſides him that weares it. 

Madame quoth Surius, you haue caught a frogge, if J 
be not deceiued, and therefoze as god it were not to hurt 
him, as not to eate him:but if al this while you angled to 
bane a bit at a louer, you ſhould haue vſed no bitter me⸗ 
dicines, but pleaſant baites. 

J cannot tell,anſwered Flauia, whether my bait were 
bitter oz not, but ſure J am J haue the fiſh by the gill, 
that doth me god, 

Camilla not thinking to be filent , put in her ſpoake 
as the thought in the beſt whele,laying, 


LoAdie, your cunuing may deceine you in fiſhing with 

anangle,therefozo to catch him you would haue, vou 
were beſt to vſe a net. A net quoth Flauia,J nede none, 
foz my fiſh playeth in a net alreadie . With that Surius 
began to winch, replying immediatlie , So doth many 
a fiſh god Ladie,that ſlippeth out, when the fiſher thin⸗ 
keth him faſt in, and it may ber, that eyther your net is 
to weake to holde him, oz your hand to wet. A wette 
hande quoth Flauia, will holde a dead Herring: J, quoth 
— Eeles are no Yerrings ; but louers are, ſaida 

lauia, 

Surius not willing to haue the grafſe mowen, whereof 

he meant to make his Haie, vegan thus to conclude, 


(Jon Ladie leaue off fiſhing foꝛ this time, and though 
it be Lent, rather bꝛeak a ſtatute which is but penal, 

than ſew a pond that may be perpetuall. 
Jan content quoth „ yy falt foz Is 
c. ij. 
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to want a pleaſure foz euer: yet Surius betwirt vs two 
J will at large pꝛoue, that there is nothing in loue moꝛe 
venimous than meeting, which filleth the minde with 
griefe and the bodie with diſeaſes,foz hau ing the one hee 
cannot faile of the other. But now Philautus and Nece 
Frances, ſince J am cut off, beginne yon, but be ſhoꝛt, be⸗ 
caule the tune is hozt, and that 4 was moze thozt than 
J would, 

Frances, who was euer of wit quick, and of nature plea⸗ 
ſant, ſæ ing Philautus all this while to be in his dumpes, 
began thus to plaie with him. 


Entleman, either yon are muſing who ſhall be your 

ſecond wife, oꝛ who ſhall father pour firſt childe, elſe 

would you not all this while hang pour head,neither 
attending to the diſcourſes that you haue heard,noz re⸗ 
garding the companie you are in, 02 it may be(which of 
both coniectures ts likelieſt) that hearing ſo much talke 
of loue, pou are either dꝛiuen to the remembꝛance of the 
Italian ladies which once you ſerued oꝛ els to the ſeruite 
of thoſe in England, which vou haue ſince pour comming 
leene: Fo2 as Andromache whenſocuer ſhte ſawe the 
tombe of HeQor, could not refraine from weping,o2 as 
Laodumia could neuer behold the picture of Proteſilaus 
in ware,but ſhe alwates fainted : ſo Louers whenſoener 
they view the image of their Ladies,though not the ſame 
ſubſtance, yet the ſimilitude in ſhadow, they are ſo benum⸗ 
med in their iopntes, and ſo bereft of their wits, that they 
haue neither the power to mone their bodies to ſhew life, 
no2 their tongues to make anſwere,fo that x thinking, 
that with pour other ſenſes you had alſo loſt your (mel- 
ling, thougbt rather to bee a Thozne, whoſe point niight 
make pou feele ſomwhat,than a violet,whole ſanoz could 
cauſe pou fo ſmell nothing, 

Philautus ſ&ing this Gentlewoman bo pleaſantly diſs 
poled,replied in this manner, 

Centlc- 
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Entlewoman , fo ſtudie foz a ſeconde wife befoꝛe Y 

know my firſt, were to reſemble the god huſwife in 
Naples, who toke thought to bzing fozth her Chickens, 
befo2e ſhe had hens to la ie egges: and to muſe who ſhould 
father my firſt child, were to daubt when the cow is mine 
who ſhould owe the calfe. But J will neither be ſo ha⸗ 
ſtie to beat my bꝛaines about two wines,befoze J know 
where to get one,noz ſo iealous to miſtruſt her fidelitis 
when J baue one. 

Touching the view of Ladies, oz the remembzance of 
my loue,me thinketh it ſhould rather ſharpe the point in 
me,than abate the edge. Py ſenſes are not loſt, though 
my laboꝛ be, and therefoze my god Uiolet,pztck him not 
fozward with ſharpnes, whom thou ſhouldeſt rather com⸗ 
fo2t with ſauours. But to put vou out of doubt, that my 
wits were not all this while a wall gathering, J was 
debating with my ſelfe, whether in loue it were better to 
be conſtant, bewzaping all the counſailes, oꝛ ſecret, being 
redie euerie houre to flinch:and ſo many reaſons came fo 
confirme either, that J could not be reſolued in anie. To 
be conſtant, what thing moze requiſite in loue, when it 
hall alwates be greene like the Juie, though the Sunne 
parch it, that ſhall euer be hard like the true Diamond, 
though the hammer beate it: that fill groweth with the 
god vine, though the knife cut it. Conſtancie is like vnto 
the Stozke,who whereſoeuer ſhe flie,commeth into no 
neaſt but her owne, oꝛ the Lapwing, whom nothing can 
dꝛiue from her young ones but death: But fo reueale 
the ſccrets of loue, the counſailes, the concluſions: what 
greater deſpite to his Ladie , oz moze Chamefull diſcre- 
dite to himſeife can bee imagined, when there ſhall no 
Letter paſſe , but it ſhall be diſcloſed : no falke vtte⸗ 
red, but it ſhall be againe repeated: nothing done, but it 
hall be revealed, Which when J conſidered,me thought 
it better to haue one that ſhoulde be ſecrete , —

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ficke, than a blab though conſtãt. Fo2 what is ther in the 
woz2lde that moze delightcth a loner than ſecrecie, which 
is voide of feare without ſuſpition, free from enuie: the 
oncly hope a woman hath to build both her honour and 
honeſtie vpon, 

The tongue of a loner ſhould bee like the point in the 
diall, which though it go, none can ſee it going,o2 a young 
tree, which though it grow,none can perceine it growing, 
hauing alwates the ſtone in her mouth, which the Cranes 
vſe when they flie ouer mountaines, leaſt they make a 
noiſe : but to be ſilent, and lightly to eſteeme of his Lady, 
to ſhake her off though he be ſecret, to change foz euerie 
thing though he bewzay nothing, is the onelie thing that 
cutfeth the heart in peces ofa true and conſtant loner : 
which deeply weighing with my ſelf, J pzeferred him that 
would neuer remoue, though be reueale all: befoze him 
that would conceale all, and euer be ſliding:thus waſting 
to and fro, appeale fo you my god Miolet, whether in 
lone be moze required ſecrecie 02 conſtancie. 

Frances with her accuſtomable boldneſle, pet modeſt⸗ 
ly,ceplyed as followeth.

off at a Partridge, taketh a ſtand to pꝛune her feathers, 
when the ſhould take her flight. Foz it ſeemeth vou beare 
god will to the game you cannot plate at, o will not, oz 
dare not, wherein pou imitate the Cat that leaneth the 
Mouſe to follow the Pilke pan: foz J perceive that you 
let the Bare goe by, to'hunt the Badger.

T was a lawe among the Perſians, that the Puſiti- 

on ſhould not indge the Painter,noz ante one meds 
dle in that handie crafte wherein her was not perfect : 
which maketh ine maruel (god Padame) that you ſhould 
appoint him to be an vmper in lone , who neuer yet han 
Fkill in his lawes. Fo2 although J ſeemed to conſent by 
wy ſilence, befoze J knewe the argument whereof you 
would diſpute, pet hearing nothing but reaſons fo2 loue, 
J muſt either call backe my pꝛomiſe, oʒ call in your diſs 
courſes : and better it were in my opinion, not to haue 
your reaſons concluded,than to haue them tonfuted. But 
ſure J am, that neither a god excuſe will ſerue where aus 
thozitie is rigozons,no a bad one be heard where neceſſi⸗ 
tie compelleth.

as the meane, but diſoꝛdinate fancie which is builded vp- 
pon luſt, as an extremitie: and iuſt J muſt tearme that, 
which is begun in an houre and ended in a minute: tde 
common loue in this our age, where ladies are courted foz 
beautie, not fo2 vertue, men loued foz p2opoztion in body, 
not fo2 perfection in minde.

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ning to ſting, to porich in her ſwete tales, as they doe in 
their ſugered liues..UWhere is it poiſi bie to tate 02 
dzinke,oz walke, but he ſhall heare ſome que of lone? 
inſomuch that loue is become ſo common, that there is no 
Artificer of ſo baſe a craft,no clowne ſo ſumple, no begger 
fo poze,but either talketh of loue, o: liueth in loue,when 
they neither know the meanes fo come by it,no2 the wiſ- 
dome to increaſe it, and what can be the cauſe of theſe lo- 
ning wo2mes but onely idlenefſe. 

But to ſet downe as a moveratoz the trus perfection of 
lone,not like as an enimie to talke of the inſemion (which 
is neither the part of myolfice,nojpleſant en gout ae 
this is my iudgement. 

True and vertuous loue is fo be grounded dpoii time, 
reaſon,fatour,and vertue. Time to make friall, not af 
the firſt glance ſo to ſettle his minde, as though be were 
willing to be caught when be might efcape,vut by his ob⸗ 
ſeruation anderperience, to build and augment his de- 
fires, that he be not deceiued with beautie,bat per ſwaded 
with conftancie .

This J note, that they that are 
molt wiſe, moſt vertuous, moſt beautifull, are not fre fr 
the impꝛelltons of fancie: Foz who would haue thought 
that Camilla who ſeemed todiſdaine lone,ſhould ſo ſong 
be entangled. But as the ſtraighteſt wands are to be bent 
when they be ſinal,ſo the pꝛeeiſeſt virgins are to be won 
when they be poung. But J will leaue Camilla, with 
Whoſe loue J haue nothing to meddle, ſoꝛ that it maketh 
nothing to my matter. And returne we to Euphues, who 
maſt plate the laſt part. 
Vphues beſto wing his tune in the Court, began fd 
marke diligentlie the men and their manners, not as 
one curious to miſtonſter, but deſirous to be inſtruc 
ted. Many daies he died ſplech with the Ladies, ſundꝛie 
times with the Gentle women, with all became ſo fanti⸗ 
itar, that he was of all earneſtlie beloued. 
Phlautus had taken ſuch a ſmacke in the god enter⸗ 


bein went of the ladꝑ Flauia, that he began 2 kew 
ppon 
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vpon Camilla, dꝛiuing ont the remembzanceiof his olds 
loue, with the recoꝛding of the new. Who now but his 
Uiolet, who but Miſtres Frances, whom if once eucrie 
day be had not. ſeene, he would haue bene ſo ſollen, that 
no man ſhould haue ſeene him. 

Euphues who Matched his friend, demanded how his 
loue p2oceded with Camilla, vnto whom Philautus gaue 
no anſ were, but a ſmile, by p which Euphucs thought his 
affection but (mall . At the laſt thinking it both contrarie 
to his oath + his honeſt ie to conceale anie thing from Eu- 
phues, be confeſſed that his minde was changed from Ca- 
milla to Frances. Lone quoth Euphues will neuer make 
thee mad, fo2 it cometh by fits, not like a quotidian , but 
a tertian. Jn deede quoth Philaucus,if ever J kilt my ſelſe 
fo; loue,it ſhall be with a ſighe,not with a \ wozd, 

Thus they paſſed the time many daies in England, 
Euphues commonlie in the Court to learne faſhions, Phi- 
lautus ener in the Countrie to loue Fraunces:ſo ſwete a 
violet to his noſe, that he could hardlie (affer. it to bee 
an houre from his noſe, 

But now came the time that Euphues was to trie Phi- 
Jautus truth, fozit happened p letters were directed from 
Athens to London, concerning ſerious and waightie af/ 
faires of his owne, which incited him to haſten his depar⸗ 
ture, the contents of the which, when he had imparted fo 
Philautus,and requeſted his companie-,his friend was ſo 
faſt tied by the eies, that hee found thoznes in his herle, 
Which Euphues knew to be thoughts in his heart, and by 
no meanes he could perſ wave him fo goe into Italic, ſo 
werte was the verie ſmoke of England, 

Euphues knowing the tive would tarrie foꝛ no-man, x 
{eing his buſineſſe to require ſuch ſpeede, being fo2 his 
great pꝛeferment, determined ſodainlie to depart, pet nat 
without taking of his leaue curteouſlie, : gnung thanks 
to all thoſe which ſince his comming had vſed him friend⸗ 
ue: Which that it might ber * with one * 
Se. ii. t 
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he deſired the Merchant, with whom al this while he ſo⸗ 
iour ned, to inuite a great number to dinner, ſome of great 
calling, manp of god credit, among the which, Surius as 
chiefe, the Lady Flauia, Camilla, and Piſtres Frances, 
were not foꝛgotten. 

The time beeing came of merting, he ſaluted them all 
in this manner. 

J was neuer moze deſirous to come into England, thã 
J am loth to depart, ſuch curteſte haue J found, which J 
loked not fo2,4 ſuch qualities as J could not loke foz, 
which I ſpeake not fo flatter anie , when in truth it is 
knowen to pou all. Foz now the time is come 5 Euphues 
muſt packe from thoſe whom he beſt loueth, goe to the 
Deas, which he hardlie bzoketh , But J would Foztune 
had dealt ſo fauourablp with a poze Grecian , that her 
might haue either bene bozne heere, o: able to liue here, 
which ſeeing the one is paſt and cannot be, the other vn⸗ 
likelie, and therefo2ze not eaſie to be, J muſt endure the 
crueltie ofthe one, and with patience beare the neceſſi- 
fie of the other. 

Vet this J earneſtlie crane of you all, that yon will 
in ſtead of a recompence accept thanks, and of him that is 
able to giue nothing, take pꝛaier foz paiment. What my 
god minde is fo you all, my tongue cannot vtter, what 
my true meaning is, our hearts cannot conceiue:pet as 
occaſion ſhal ſerue, J will ſhew that 3 haue not fozgotten 
anie, though J may not requite one. Philautus not wiſer 
than J in this, though bolder, is determined fo tarrie be- 
bind, foꝛ he ſaith, that he had as liefe be burned in Eng · 
land, as married in Italie, ſo holie doth he thinke þ ground 
heere, oꝛ ſo homelie the women there, whom although A 
would gladlie haue with mer, vet ſeing J cannot, J am 
molt earneſtlie fo requeſt vou all, not oz my ſake, who 
ought to deſire nothing, noꝛ fo2 his ſake who is able to des 
ſcrae little, but fo2 the curteſies ſake of England, that you 


vle him not lo well as you hane done;which would _ 
im 
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him pꝛoude, but no wozfe than J with him, which will 

make him pure: fo2 though J ſpealte befoze his face, you 
hall finde true behinde his backe, that he is pet but war, 
which muſt be w2zought while the water is warme, and 

LANG being hot, is apt epther to make a key oz a 
ocke, 

It may be Ladies and Gentle women all, that though 
England be not foz Euphues to dwell in, pet it is foz Eu- 
phues toſend to, 

When he had thus ſaid, he could ſcarce ſpeake fo wee 
ping, all the companie were ſozry to fozgo him. ſome pꝛo⸗ 
miſed him monte,ſome lands, ſome houſes,but he refuſed 
them all, telling them, that not the neceſſitte of lacke cat 
ſed him to depart, but of inipoztance, "2 

This done, they ſate downe all to dinner, but kopboe: 
could not be merry,foz that he ſhould ſo ſone depart: the 
fealt being ended, which was verie ſumptuous, as mer- 
chants neuer ſpare foz coſt, when they haue full coffers, 
they all heartely toke their leaues of Euphues, Camilla, 
who liked very well of his companie, taking him by the 
hand,deſired him that being in Athens, he would not fozs 
get his friends in England, and the rather foz your ſake 
quoth ſhe, your friend ſhall be better welcome, pea, and fo 
me fo; his owne ſake, quoth Flauia, wherat Philautus re- 
lopced, and Frances was not ſozrie, who began alittle to 
liſten to the lure of loue. 

Euphues hauing all things in a readineſſe, went im- 
mediatly toward Douer, whether Philautus alſo actom⸗ 
panied him, yet not fozgetting by the way to viſit the god 
olde father Fidus, whoſe courteſſe they reteiued at their 
comming. Fidus glad to ſee them, made them great chere 
accozding to his ability, which had it bene leſſe wold haue 
bene anſwerable fo their deſires. Puch communication 
they had of the court, but Euphues cried quitfance,foz he 
ſaid;things that are — kno wen, it were folly fo 
repeate, t ſecrets, it were againſt mine honeſtie to vtter.

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The next moꝛning they went to Douer,where Euphuet 


being readie to take ſhippe,he firſt toke his farewell of 
Philautus tn theſe woꝛdes.

12 is an Ille lying in the Otean Dea, directlie a⸗ 
» 4 gainſt that part of Fraunce, which containeth Picar- 

die and Normandie, called now England, herctofoze 
named Britaine. Jt hath Ireland on the Weſt ſide, on the 
Nozth the maine ſea,on the Eaſt ſive the Germame Oc- 
cean;This Aland is in circiut, 1720.miles,in fozme — 
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vnko a Triangle, being bꝛodeſt in the South part, 1 git» 
thering narrower 4 narrower, till it come to the fartheſt 
point of Cathneſſe Nozthward , where it is narroweſt, e 
ther endeth in manner of a Pꝛomonterie. To repeat the 
auncient manner of this Jtand, oz what ſundzie natiis 
haue inhabited there, to ſet downe the Giants, which in 
bighneſſe of bone haue palled the common ſile, t almoſt 
common credit, to rehearſe what diucrlities of languages 
haue bene vſed, into how many kingdomes it hath beene 
diuided, what religions haue bene followed befoze the 
comming of Chꝛiſt, although it would bꝛerde great de⸗ 
light to pour eies, pet might it happilie ſeeme tedious:foʒ 
that Honie taken erceſſiuelie cloicth the ſtomacke, though 
it be Honie. 

But my minde is bꝛiellie to touch ſuch thinges as at 

my being there I gatherev by mine owne ſtudie and eny 
quirie, not meaning to wꝛite a ch2onicle, but to ſet down 
in a woꝛd what J heard by conferenee. 
”. Ithathin it twentie and ſire Cities, ot the which the 
chicfelt is named London, a place both foz the beautie of 
building, infinite riches, var tete of all thinges, that excei⸗ 
leth alt the Cities in the woꝛlo:inſomuch that it may be 
called the Sto e hauſe and Part of all Europe. Cloſe by 
this Cittie runneth the famous riner called the Thawes, 
which from the head where it rifeth named Iſis, vnto the 
ful midwaie, it is thought to be an hundzeth £ foure ſco2e 
miles. Mhat can there be in any place vnder y heavens, 
that is not in this noble Cl , rither to be bought oz 
bo2rowed? CNT 

It hath diuers Poſpitals foz the . ok the — 
Ar ſcoze faire Churches foi diuine Sernice; aglazi — 
Burſe, which they call The Roiall Exchange ,foz the 
ting of Merchants of all Countries, where anie traffike 
is to be had . And among all the ſtrange and beantifull 
= et, me thinketh there is none ſo notable,as pᷣ bꝛidge 

Whlch calſeth the Thames, which is g 
nua 
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tinnall ſtrœte, well repleniſhed with large and ſtatelie 
douſes on both ſides, and ſcituate vppon twentie arches, 
whereof each one is made of excellent fre ſtones ſqua⸗ 
red, euerie one af them being thꝛer ſcoze fote in height, e 
full twentie in diſtance one from another. 
To this place the whote Realme bath his recourſe, 
whereby it ſemeth ſo populus, Þ one would ſcarce think 
ſo many people to be in the whole Jlland,as he ſhall ies 
ſometimes in London. N 2 

This maketh Gentlemen bꝛaue, and Merchants rich, 
citizens to purchaſe,4 ſoiourners to moꝛgage, ſo that it is 
to be thought, that the greateſt wealth ſubſtance of ths 
whole Nealme, is couched within the walles of London, 
where they that be rich, kepe it from thole that be rice 
tus, not detaining it from the luſtie youthes ol Englaud 
by rigoꝛ, but increaſing it vnfit! young men ſhall tauoz 
of reaſon, wherein they ſhew themſelnes treaſurers fog 
others, not hwꝛders foz themſelues, yet although it be: 
ſure inough, would they had it, in my opinion it were 
better to be in the Gentlemans purſe, than in the Pers 
chants handes, 

There are in this Ile two t twentie Biſhops, which 
are as it were Superintendants ouer the Church, men 
of great peale and deepe knowledge, diligent pꝛeachers of 
the woꝛde, earneſt followers of their doctrine , carefall 
watchmen that the 2Uoulfe deuoure not the ſherpe:in ci- 
nile gouernment politike, in ruling the ſpiritual \ wo2d 
(as far as in them vnder their Pꝛince appertaineth) iuſt, 
cutting off thoſe members from- the Church by rigour, 
that are obſtinate in their hereſies, and inſtructing thoſe 
that are ignozant, appointing godlie and learned Mint- 
ſters in euerie df their Seas, that in their abſence may 
bee lights to ſuch as are in darkneſſe, Salt to thoſe that 
are vnſauourie, leauen to ſuch as are not ſeaſoned. 
Tulications are holden oftentimes, whereby abuſes x

diſcozders, either in the laitic foꝛ negligence , 02 in the 
clergie fo ſuperſtition , 02 in all ſoꝛ wicked liuing there 
are ptiniſhments,by due execution whereof , the ditune 
ſeruiſe of God is honoured with moze puritie, and follo⸗ 
wed with greoter ſinceritie, 

There are al io in this I land two famous Uninerſt- 
ties, the one Oxeford, the other Cambridge, both foꝛ the 
pꝛofeſſion of all Sciences, foꝛ Dininitie, Phiſicke, Law, 
and all kinde of Learning, excelling all the Untuerſities 
in Chꝛiſtendome. 

J was my ſelfe in either of them, and like them both 
ſo well, that J meane not in the waie of controuerſie to 
pꝛefer anie fo the better in England, but both foz the beit 
in the woꝛld:ſauing this, the Colledges in Oxenford are 
much moze ſtatelie fo the building, 6 Cambridge much 
moze ſumptuous foz the houſes in þ towne:but the lear⸗ 
ning neither lieth in the fre ſtones of the one, noꝛ the fine 
firetes of the other, foz out of them both do daylie pꝛo⸗ 
terd men of great wiſedome to rule in þ common wealth, 
of learning to inſtruct the common people, ot all ſingular 
kind of pꝛofeſſions to doc god fo all. And let this ſaffice, 
not fo enquire which of them is the ſuperiour,but that 
neither of them haue their equall, neither to aſke which 
— them is the moſt auncient, but whether any other be ſo 

ainous, | 

But fo pꝛocede, in England their buildinges are not 
verie ſtate lie, vnleſſe it be the houſes of noble men, t here 
and there the place of a Gentleman, but much amended 
as they repoꝛt that haue told me, Foz their munitis,they 
bane not onelie great ſfoze,but alſo great cunning to vſe 
them, courage to pzaciſe them, their armour is not vn⸗ 
like vnto that, which in other countries they bſe,as Coꝛ⸗ 
flefs, Almaine Niuets, ſhirts of male, iackes quilted, and 
couered oucr with leather, fuſtian, oꝛ canuas, ouer thicks 
plates of pꝛon, that are ſowed to the ſame. 

Che ozdinance they haue is great, thercof great nies 
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Their Nanie'is diuided as it were into thz& ſozts,of 
the which, the one ſerueth foz wars, the other foz burthen, 
the third fo2 fiſhermen . And ſome vellelies there bee (J 
know not by experience, and yet belaueby cirtumſtante) 
that will ſaile nine hundzed miles in a werke, when J 
ſhould ſcarce thinke that a bird could flie foure hundzed, 

Touching their commodities, they haue foure baths, 
the firſt called Saint Vncents, the ſecond Hallie well, the 
third Buxton, the fourth (as in olde time they read) Caire 
Bledud, but now taking his name of a towne nere adioys 
ning, it is called the Bath, 

Belides this,many wonders there are to be found in 
this Alland, which J will not repeate, becauſe J my ſelle 
neuer ſawe them, and J haue beard of greater, 

Concerning their diet in number of diſhes, and change 
of meate,the nobilitie of England doe exceede moſt, hauing 
all things that either may be bought foz money,oz gotten 
fo; the ſeaſon , Gentlemen and Perchaunts fede verie 
fincly,and a poze man it is that dineth with one diſh, x 
pet ſo content with a little, that hauing halfe dined, they 
ſaie as it were in a Pꝛouerbe, that they are as well ſatiſ⸗ 
fied as the Lozd Paioz of London, whom they thinke to 
fare beſt, though he eate not moſt, 

In their meales there is great ſilence  granitie,bſing 
wine rather to eaſe the ſtomacke than to loade it, not like 
bnto other nations, who neuer thinke that they baue di- 
ned till they be dzonken, 

The attire they vſe is ratber lead by the imifation of 
others, than their owne inuention,ſo that there is nothing 
in England moze conſtant than the inconſtancie of attire: 
now vſing the French faſhion,now the Spaniſh, then the 
Moriſco gownes,then one thing then another: inlomuch, 
that in dꝛawing ol an Engliſhman the painter ſetteth him 
downe naked, haning in the one hand a paire of ſheres, 
in the other a pete of cloth, who hauing cut his cholar al⸗ 
ter the French gaile, is ready to make his flue after the 
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Barbarim manner. And although this were the greateſt 
enoꝛmitie that J could ſee in England, yet is it to be extu⸗ 
ſed, foꝛ they that cannot maintame this pꝛide, muſt teaue 
of neceſſit ie, and they that be able will leaue when they 
ſe the vanitie. 
The lawes they vſe are different from durs, foꝛ although 
the common and ciuilt law be not aboliſhed, yet are they 
not had in ſo great reputation as their owne common 
la wes, which they tearme the lawes of the Crowne. 
The regiment that they haue dependeth vpon ſtatute 
law, that is by Parliament, which is the bigheff court, 
conſiſting of the ſeterall ſozts of people, the Nobilitie, 
Clergie, q Commons of the Realme : ſo as whatſoener 
be among them enacked, the Qucene ſtriketh the ſtroke}, 
allowing ſach' things as fo her Maicſtie ſemeth beſt, 
Then vpon common law, which ſtandeth vpon Parimes 
and p2inciples,yeres and tearmes, the caſes in this law 
are called pleas oz actions, and they are either criminall 
oꝛ ciuil, the meane to determine are waits;fome o2iginal 
ſome iudiciall: their frialk and recoucries-are either by 
verdit o2 demur, confeſſion oz default, wherein if any falt

But tha: which moſt allureth a franger, is their cur - 
teſie,their tiuilitie, god entertainment, J ſpeake this by 
erperience,that J found moze curteſie in England among 
thoſe J neuer knew, in one pere, thũ J haue done in A- 
thens oz Italy among thoſe J euer loued in twentie. 

Bat hauing intreated ſafficiently of the Countrie and 
their conditions, let me tome to the glaſſe J pꝛomiſed, 
deing in the Court, where although J ſhould as oꝛder res 
quireth begin with the chiefeſt, yet J am infozced with 
the Painter, to reſerue my beſt coulours to ende Venus, 
and fo late the ground with the baer.

ſaile, Vly ſſes ſubtilties to match with Antenors policies. 
England hath all thoſe , that can and haue wzaſtied with 
all others,whereof we can require no greater pzofe than 
experience.

Welides,they haue all a zealons care foz the increaſing 
of true religion, whoſe faiths foz the moſt part hath bene 
tried thꝛough the fire , which they had feit, had not they 
fled over the water.

This Ladie all the time of hor Siffers raigne, was 
kept cloſe, as one that tendered not thole 
which wers contrary to her conſcience, 'who hanging di⸗ 
nerſe enimies, endured many troſtes, but ſo patientip, as 
in her de&peſt ſoꝛrow, ſhe would rather ſigh fo2 the liber⸗ 
fie of the Goſpel; than her bwne freedome.Snffering ber 
inferiours to triumph oner her, her des to thzeaten her, 
ber diembling friends fo bhbdermine her, learning in all 
this miſerie onely the patience Zeno taught Erctticus — 
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to beare and fozbeare, neuer ſ@king revenge, but with 
— to loſe her owne eie, rather than to hurt an 
But being now placed in the ſeat roiall, che firſt of all 
fabliſhed religion, baniſhed Popery,aduanced the wozd, 
that befoze was lo much defaced, who haning in her hand 
the ſwozd to reuenge, vſed rather bountifully to reward: 
being as far from rigour when ſhe might dane killed, as 
ber enimies were from honeſtie when they could not, gi⸗ 
ning a generall pardon when ſhee had cauſe to bie perti- 
cular puniſhments, pꝛeferring the name of pittie befoze 
the remembzance of perills, thinking no reuengs moze 
pzincely,than to ſpare when ſhe might ſpill, to ſcay when 
the might ftrik:to pꝛocter to ſaue with mercie when ſhe 
might haue deſtroyed with iuſtice. 
Pere is the clemencie wozthie commendation and ad- 
miration,nothing inferioz to the gentle diſpoſition of A- 
riſtides, who after his exile did not ſo much as note them 
that baniſhed him, ſaying with Alexander, that there can 
be nothing mozz noble than to doe well to thoſe that de- 


ſerue ill. 

This mightie and mercifull Queens hauing many 
bils of pzivate perſons that ſought befoze time to betraie 
ber,burnt them all: reſembling Iulius Cæſar, who being 
pꝛeſented with the like complaints of his commbs,thzew 
them into the fire, ſaying:that he had rather not know the 
names of rebels, than haue occaſion to reuenge, thinking 
it better to be ignoꝛant᷑ of thoſe that hated him, than to 
be angrie with them. — | 
+ This clemencis did her Maieſtie not dai ſhew at her 
comming to the crowne, but allo thzouighouther whole 
gouernment, when the. hath ſpared to ſhed their blouds 
that ſought to ſpill hers, not racking the lawes fo extre- 
mitie, bu rigo; with mercie, inſomuch as 
it may be ſaid ot that roiail Monarch, as it was of Antc» 
nus, ſurnamed the godix; Em perour, who raigned many 
N: Ph. iii. rates 
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yeres without the etkuſton of bloud. What greater ter- 
tue can there be in a Pꝛinte than mercie? What greater 
pꝛaiſe than to abate the edge which ſhe ſhould wher, to 
pardon where ſhe ould puniſh, to reward where Os 
ſhould reuenge. 

I my ſelfe being in Englawi;when her Maieſtie — 
fo: her recreation in her Barge vpon the Ihames, heard 
of a Gun that was ſhot off, though of the partie: vnwits 
tingly,yet to her noble perſon dangerouſly, which fac the 
molt graciouſly pardoned, accepting a iuſt ercnſe befo2e 
a great amends,taking moze griefe foz her pwze Barge⸗ 
man that was a little hurt, than care foz her ſetfe that 
was in greateſt hazard : O rare example of pittie. O ſins 
gylar ſpectacle of pietie. 

Diuerie beſides there haue bene, which by pꝛiuate cons 
ſpiracies, open rebellions, cloſe wiles, cruell witchcrafts, 
haue ſought to end her life which ſaueth alt their lines : 
whole pꝛactiſes by the diuine pꝛouidence of the almighty, 
haue euer bene diſcloſed, inſomuch that be bath kept ber 
ſafe in the Whales beilp, when har ſubjects went about 
to thzow her into the ſea: pꝛeſerued her in the hot O⸗ 
uen, when her enimies increaſed the fire, not-ſuffering-a 
paire to fall from her, much leſſe anie barme to faſten vps 


pon her: 

4: Theſe iniuries and freaſons ofher ſubiects, theſe pole 
licies and vndermining of fozraine Nations ſo little mo⸗ 
ned her, that ſhe would often ſaie: Let them-know that 
though it be not lawfull foz them to ſpeake what they 
liſt, pet is it lawfull foz vs to doe, with them what was 
liſt;beeing alwaues ol that mercifull minde which was 
in Theodoſiusʒ who wilhed rather that he might call the

eſt minde, foꝛgming all that (neo foz- mertie, and fozgets 
ting all that deſerued iuſtice. O viaine Nature, O hea- 
uenly nobilitie, what thing can there be moze required in 
a Pzince, than in greateſt power to ſhew greateſt pati- 
ente, in chiefeſt glozie to bzing fozth chicfeſt grace, in a- 
bundance of all earthly pompe,to manifeſt abundance of 
all beauenly pietie ? O foztunate England, that bath ſuch 
a Queene,vnaratefull if thou pꝛaie not foz her, wicked if 
thou' doe not lone her,miſerable if thowloſe her. 
Pere Ladies is a Glalle foz all Pzinces to beholde, 
that being called to dignitie, they vſe moderation, not 
might, tempering the ſencritie of the lawes. with the 
miloneſſe of loue, not executing all their will, but ſhew⸗ 
ing what they may. Yappie are they, and onely they that 
are vnder this glozious end gracious ſoueraingtie : inſo⸗ 
— pan account all thoſe abiecs that be not her ſubs 


_ wu ill in one path. when J haue (0 
large a field to walke, o linger about one flower when J 
baue many to gather: wherein Jreſemble thoſe that be⸗ 
ing delighted with the little bzoke,neglec the lountaines 
bead: oz that Painter that being curious to toulour Cu- 
pids bow, foꝛgot to paint the ſtring. 

As this noble Pzince is indued with mercy, patience, 
and moderat ion, fo is ſhe avozned with ſingular beautie x 
chaſtitie,ercelling in the one Venus, in the other Veſta, 
Who knoweth not how rare athing it is(tadtes)to match 
virginitie with beautie, a chaſt minde with an amiable 
face,diuine cogitations with a comely countenance, But 
ſuch is the grace beſtowed vpon this earthly goddeſſe,that 
. beuty p migpt atlure all Pzinces, ſhe 3 the 

altis 
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chaſtitie alſo to refuſe all, accounting it no leſſe pꝛaiſe to 
be called a virgin, than to be eſt@med a Venus: thinking 
it as great honour to be found chaſt as thought amiable, 
Where is now Electra, the chaſt daughter of Agamem- 
non? Whereis Lala that renowmed Uirgin : Whers 
is Acmilia that thzough ber chaſtitie wzought wonders, 
in maintaining continuall fire at the Alter of Vella: 
Wlhere is Claudia,that to thanifeſt her virginitie,ſet the 
ſhip on flote with her finger, that multitudes coulde not 
remoue by fozce? Where is Tuſcia one of the ſame oꝛder, 
that bzought to paſſe no leſſe meruailes by carrying wa⸗ 
ter ina ſiue, not ſhedding one dꝛop from Tiber to the tems 
ple of Veſta 2 A Uirginitie haue ſach fozre, then what 
bath this chaſt virgin Elizabeth done? who by the (pace 
of twentie and odde yeres,with continuall peace againſt 
all pollicies, with ſund2y miracles contrarie to all hope, 
bath gouerned that noble Jand . Againſt whom neither 
fozrein fozce,noz cinil fraude,neither diſcoꝛd at bome, nog 
tonſpiraties abzode could pꝛeuaile. 
What greater meraaile hath happened ſince the bes 
ginning of the wozld,than foz a young and tender maiden 
to gouerne ſtrang and valyant men, than foz a virgin to 
make the whole woꝛld, if not to ſtand in awe of ber, vet 
to honour her: yea, and to liue in ſpight ot all thoſe that 
ſpight ber, with her ſwoꝛd in her ſheath, with her armour 
in the tower, with her ſouldiours in their gownes, inſo- 
much as her peace may ba called mote bleſſed than the 
quiet raigne of Numa Pompilius, in whoſe gouernment

— is the Temple of Ianus remoned from Rome 
to England, whoſe doe hath not bene opened this twen⸗ 
tie pres: moze fobe meruailed at than the regiment 
of Dcbora,who ruled twentie y&res with Religion, 03 
Scmyramis that gouerned long with power: oz — 
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that rained ſire vres in pꝛoſpeuiti - 15 7 Þ 4. 
This is the onelie mitrable har dirginitte ener 
wꝛought, ſoꝛ a little Illand inuironed round about with 
waͤrres, to tand in pate, for the” walles of Fraunce to 
burne, and the houſes of —— to freeſe, fo2 all other 
Nations either with cruell F woꝛd tu be biuided, oz with 
fozraine foes fo be inuaded, and thut Country neither to 
be moleſted with bꝛoiles in their 6Whe-bofoies - ; noz 
thꝛeatened with blaſt of ofher bozdefers*? but afwaies 
though not laughing, yet lwking thzongh an Emeraud 
at others iarres.

O bleſſed peace, Dh happie Pꝛince, O foꝛtunake people. 
Lhe lining God is onelie the Engliſh God, wher he hath 
placed peace which bzingeth all plentie, andinted a vir⸗ 
gin Nuene , which with a wand tuleth her owne ſub- 
tects, and with her wozthineſſe winneth the god wills 
of ſtraungers, ſo that ſh& is no leſſe gratious among her 
owne,than glozious to others, no leſſe loued of her people, 
than meruailed at of other Nations.

This peace hath the — talth great and 
vnſpeakeable godneſſe among his cholen people of Eng, 
land.

when others haue no ſiluer , their wiues without daun- 


are fired, where they haue all thinges foz ſuperflaitie, 
others nothing to ſuſtaine their neede . This peace hath

TJ 'Duching the beantie of this Pꝛinte, her connte- 
nance, her Pateſtie, her perſonage,J cannot thinks 

that it may be ſufficiently commended, when it can- 
not be to much mernailed at: So that J am conſtrat- 
ned to ſape , as Praxitiles did when he beganne to paint 
Venus and her ſonne , who doubted whether the wozlb 
coulve affo2de coulours god inough foz two ſuch fay2e 
faces, and J whether my tongue can yeelde wo2des,to 
blaze that beautie , the perfection whereof none canne 
imagine, which ſeeing it is ſo, J mull doe like thoſe that 
want a clere ſight, who being not able fo diſcerne the 
Sunne in the Skie,are infozced to beholde it in the wa⸗ 
ter. Zeuxis having befoze him fiftie fayze Uirgins of 
Sparta, whereby to dzawe one amiable Venus, ſaid, that 
fiftie moze fairer than thoſe could not miniſter ſufficient 
beautie, to ſhew the Goddeſle of beautie, therefoze 
in diſpaire either by arte to ſhadow her,oz by imaginat 
on to compꝛehend her, he dzew in a table a faire Temple, 
the gates open, and Venus going in, ſo as nothing * 
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be perceined but her back, wherein he vſed ſuch cunning, 
that Appells himlelfe ſeeing this woꝛk, wiſhed that Ve. 
nus would turne der face,ſaying , that if it were in all 
parts agreeable to the backe, he would become Appꝛentite 
to Zeuxis, and ſlaue to Venus, In the like manner 
fareth it with me, fo: hauing all the ladies in Italic moze 
than fiftie hundzed, whereby to toulour Elizabeth, J muſt 
ſay with Zeuxis,that as many moꝛe wil not ſuffice,and 
therefoze in as great an agonie paint her Court with her 
backe towards you, foz that J cannot by art poztrate her 
beautie , wherein though J want the ſkill to doe it as 
Teuxis did, yet vie wing it narrowlie, and comparing it 
wiſelie,you all will ſap, that if her face be anſ werable tu 
her batke, vou will like my handicraft , and become her 
handmaidcs: In the meane ſeaſon J leaue pow-gazing vn-: 
till ſhe turne der face, imagining her to be ſuch a one as. 
Mature framed, to that ende that no arte ſhould imitate, 
wherein the hath pꝛoued her (elfe to be exquiſite , and 
Painters to be Apes, 

This beautifull mould when J beheld: to bee endu⸗ 
ed with chaſtitie, temperance , mildneſſe, and all other 
god giftes of Nature(as hereafter ſhall appeare ) when 
I ſawe her to ſurpaſſe all in beautie,and yet a Uirgin,to 
excell all in pietie, and yet a inte, to bee inferiour to 
none in all the linaments of the bodie, and yet ſuper iour 
to euerie one in all giftes of the minde, J began thus to 
pꝛaie, that as he hath linedfoztie yeres a Uirgin in 
great Paieſtie,ſo ſhe may liue foure ſcoze yeres a mother 
with great ioy;that as with her we haue had long time 
peace and plentie, ſo by her we may euer haue quietneſſe 


and abundance, wiſhing this enen from the bottome of a 


heart, that wiſheth wel to England, though fareth ill, that 
either the woꝛlo may end befoze ſhe die, oz ſhe liue to ſee 
her childzens childzen in the wozld:otherwiſe how tickle 


their tate is that now triumph, vpon what a twiſt they 
Nn 4% Ai. ii. hang 
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bang that now are in honour , they that line ſhall fe, 
which J to thinke on, ſigh. But God foz his merctes ſake, 
Chꝛiſt fo2 his merites ſake, the hol ie Ghoſt foꝛ his names 
ſake, graunt ta that Realme , comfozt without anie ill 
chance, and the J2ince. they haue without any. other 
chaunge, that the longer he liueth, the \ weeter ſhe may 
ſmell,like the bird Ibis, that he map be triumphant in 
vicozies like the Palme tre , fruitefull in her age like 
the Uine, in all ages pꝛoſperous, to all men gratious , in 
all places glo2tons : ſo that there be no end of her pꝛaiſes, 
vntill the end of all fleſh, | 

Thus did J often talke with my lelfe,and wiſh with 
mine whole heart. 7161 | 

What ſhould J talke of her ſharpe wit, excellent wiſe⸗ 
dome , erquiſte learning , and all other qualities of the 
minde , wherein the ſermeth lo farre to excelt thoſe that 
haue beene accounted ſingular , as the learned haue ſur⸗ 
paſſed thoſe that haue beene thought ſimple. = 

In queſtioning not inferiour fo Nicaulia the Qutent 
of Saba, that did put ſo many hard doubts to Salomon, 
equal to Nicoſtrata inp Greeke tongue, who was thought 
to geue p2ecepts foꝛ the better perfection:moze learned in 
the Latine than Amalaſunta:paſſing Aſpaſia in Philoſo⸗ 
phie, who taught Pericles : exceeding in indgement The. 
miſtoclea, who inſtructed Pythagoras: adde fo theſe quas 
lites,thoſe that none heue had, the French tongue, the 
Spaniſh, the Italian, not meane in euerie one, but excels 
lent in all, readier to coꝛrect eſcapes in thoſe languages, 
than to be controlled, fitter to teach others than learne of 
anie:moze able to adde new rules, than to erre in the old. 
Anſomuch as there is no Embaſſadoꝛ that commeth into 
her Court, but ſhe is willing and able both to vnder ſtand 
bis meſlage, and vtter her minde, not like vnto the kings 
of Aflyria, who anſ wered Embaſſades by meſſengers, 
while they themſelues either dallie in finne, oz ſnozt in 
fiiepe.Yer godlie zeale to learning with her great \ — 
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bath ben ſo manifeſtly appꝛoued, that J cannot tell whe- 
ther ſhe deſcrae moze honoz fog ber knowlcdge,02 admi⸗ 
ration foz her curteſie,who in great pomp hath twice di⸗ 
reced her pꝛogreſſe vnto the Uniuerſitics: with no lele 
toy to the ſtudents than glozie to the ſtate, where after 
long and ſolempne diſputations in lawe, phiſicke, ę dint- 
nitie, not as one wearied with ſchollers arguments,but 
wedded to their Ozations, when c uerie one ſcared to ofs 
fend in length , cher in her owne perſon, with no lelle 
pꝛaiſe to her Maieſtie, than delight to her (ubiecs, with a 
wiſe and learned concluſion, both gaue them thankes and 
put her ſelfe to paines, 

O noble patterne of a pzincelie minde , not lyke to 
the kings of Perſia, who in ther Pꝛogreſſes did nothing 
elſe but cut ſtickes to dꝛiue awate the time, noz like the 
delicate lines of the Sibarites, who would not atwit anie 
_ arte to be ererciſed within their Citie that might make 
the leaſt noiſe , Yer wit ſo ſharpe, that if A ſhoulde re⸗ 
peate the apt annſweres, the ſubtill queſtions, the fine 
ſpeeches,the pithie ſentences, which on the ſodaine ſe 
path vttered, they would rather bzede admiratien than 
credite, 

But ſuch are the giffes that the liuing God hath in- 
dued her withall,that loke in what arte oz language, wit 
oz learning, vertue oꝛ beautie, any one hath particularlie 
ercelled moſt, ſhe onely bath generally exceeded eucry one 
in all: inſomuch that there is nothing to be added, that 
either man would wiſh in a woman, 02 Ged doth giue 
to à creature, 

J let paſſe her ſkill in Puſicke, her knowledge in all 
the other ſciences, when as J feare leaſt by ry ſimplict- 
tie J ſhould make them lefſe than they are, in ſ&king to 
ew how great they are, vnleſſe J were pꝛaiſing her in 
the gallery of Olympia, where giuing fozth one woꝛd J 
might heare ſeauen. 

But all theſe. graces, although they be to be wondered 
Zi.iii. at, 
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at, pet her politique gonernment,her p2udent counſayle, 
her zeale fo religion, her clemencie to thoſe that ſubmit, 
her ſtontneſſe to thoſe that thzeaten,ſo farre excede all o⸗ 
ther vertues, that they are moze eaſle to bemeruailed at,/ 
than imitated, 

Fiue and twentie yeres hath ſhe bozne the [woꝛde, 
with ſuch iuſtiee, that neither offenders could complaine 
of rigoꝛ, noʒ the innocent of w2ong, yet ſo tempered with 
mercie, as malefactozs haue ben ſometimes pardoned vp⸗ 
pon hope of grace, and the iniurie requitted to eaſe theyz 
griefe,inſomuch that in the whole courſe of her glo2ious 
raigne,it could neuer be ſapd, that either the poze-wers 
oppꝛeſſed without remedie,oz the guiltie repꝛeſſed with, 
out cauſe : bearing this engrauen in her noble hart,thaf 
iuſtiee without mertie were extreame inturp: and pittie 
without equitie, plaine partialitie ; and that it is as great 
tpꝛannie not to mittigate Lawes, as iniquitie to bꝛeake 
them. | 

Her care foz the flouriſhing of the Goſpell hath well 
appeared, when as neither the curſes of the Pope, (which 
areſbleſſings to god people) noz þ thzeatnings of kings, 
(which are per illous to a Pzince)noz the perſwaſtons of 

Papilts(which are hony to the mouth) could either feare 

her 02 allure her to violate the holie league contracted 
with Chzilt , oz to maculate the bloud of the auncient 
Lambe, which is Chꝛiſt. But alwayes conſtant in the 
true faith, ſhe hath to the exc&eding toy of her ſabiecs,to 
the vaſpeakable comfozt of her ſoule, to the great glozy of 
God eſtabliſhed that religion, the maintenance whereof 
ſhe rather ſeeketh to confirme by foztitude, than leaue off 
foꝛ feare, knowing that there is nothing that ſmelleth 
ſweeter to the Lozd than a ſound ſpirit, which neither the 
hoaſts of the vngodly,noz the hozronr of death can either 
remoue 02 mone. 

{his Goſyell with innincible courage, with rare cons 


Qancie, with hot zeale ſhe hath maintained in her owne

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Countries without change, and defended againſt all kings 
domes that ſought chaunge, inſomuch that all Nations 
round about her, chꝛeatning alteration, ſhaking [wo2ds, 
thꝛowing fire, menacing famine,murther,deſtrucion, de - 
ſolation,ſhe onely hath Code like a Lambe on the top of 
A hil, not fearing the blaſts of the ſharpe windes, but tru⸗

ſubiects, who no leſſe tendereth them than the of her 
owne eie, ſhewing ber ſelfe a mother to the afflided, a

Touching her Pagnanimitie, her Maieſtie, her effats 
roiall, there was neither Alexander noz Galba the Em⸗ 
perour, noꝛ any that might be compared with her. 

{his is the that reſembling the nrble Qutene ol Na- 
uarre, vleth the Parigold foz her flower, which at the ri⸗ 
ſing of the Dunne openeth her leaues, and at the ſetting 
ſhutteth them,referring all her actions and indeaudurs 
fo him that ruleth the Dunne. This is that Cæſar that 
firſt bound the Crocodile fo the Palme træ, bꝛidling fhoſe 
that ſought to raine her ; This is that god Pellican, 
that fo ſtede her people ſpareth not to rend her owne per⸗ 
ſon ; This is that mightie Eagle that hath thzowen duſt 
into the eies of the Hart that went about ts wozke de⸗ 
ffruction to her ſubiecs, into whoſe wings although the

quarter of a ptere, he receiued Letters out of England, 
from J hilautus)which J thought necetlarie alſo to inſert, 
that J might gine ſome end to the matters of England, 
which at Euphues departure were but rawlie left. And 
thus they follow,

the blade, began to ware ripe in the eare, when the lerde 
which J ſcarce thought to bane taken rote, beganne to 
ſpzing, when the loue of Surius, which hardlie J woulde 
haue gefled to haue a bloſſome, ſhewed a bud. But ſo 
vnkinde a yare hath it bene in England, that we felt the 
heate of the Summer, beſoꝛe we could diſcerne the tem⸗ 
perature of the Spꝛing, inſomuch that we were ready to 
make Yalie,beſozc we could mowe Graſſe, hauing in cf- 
fect the Jdes of Paie , befoze the Calendes of March, 
which ſ&ing it is ſo fozwardin theſe thinges, J meruai⸗ 
led the leſſe to (ee it fo readie in matters of loue,where 07s 
tentimes they clap handes befoze they knowe the bars 
gaine, and ſeale the Dbligatio befoze they reade the cons 
dition. 

At my being at the houſe of Camilla, it happened J 
found Surius accompanied with two Knightes, and the 
Ladie Flauia, with th2& other Ladies, A dzew backe, as 
one ſomewhat ſhamefaſt , when J was willed to dzaws 
neere, as one that was wiſhed foz , Who thinking of no⸗ 
thing leſle than to hcare a contraa foz marriage, where 1 
onelie expeded a conceit of mirth, I ſodainlie, yet ſo⸗ 
lemplie, heard thoſe woꝛdes of aſſurance betw&ne Su- 
rius and Camilla, in the which J had rather haue bene a 
partie than a witneſſe, J was not a little amazed to (@ 
them ſtrike the yzon Which J thought cold a to make an 
ende befoze J could heare a beginning. When they ſaws 
me as it were in a traunce, Surius taking me by nd

Pou muſe P hilautus, to ſe Camilla and me fo be aſſte» 
red, not that you doabted it vnlikelie to come to paſſe, 
but that you were ignozant of the pzaciſes , thinking

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moue. But had pou bene pꝛiule fo all pzofes, both of 
hcr god meaning towardes mee,and of my god will to- 
wards her, you would rather haue thought great haſt to 
be made, than long deliberation. Fo2 this vnderſtand, 
that my friends are vnwilling p J ſhould match ſo low, 
not knowing 5 lote thinketh the Juniper ſh2ub to be as 
high as the tal Dakes,o2 the Nightingales fates to bee 
moze pꝛetious than the Eſtridges feathers, oz the LarF- 
that bzedeth in the ground to be better than the Yobbi, 
that mounteth to the clondes . J haue alwaies hetherto 
pꝛeferred beautie befoꝛe riches, and honeſtie befo2e bloud, 
knowing that birth is the pꝛaiſe we receiue of our an⸗ 
ceſtoꝛs, honeſtie the renowme we leave to our ſucceſſoꝛs: 
and of two bꝛittle gods, riches and beautie, J had rather 
choſe that which might delight mer, than deſtroyed mer. 

Made marriages by friends, how daungerous they haue 
biene J know Philautus, and ſome pzeſent haue pꝛoued, 
which can bee liked to nothing elſe ſo well, then as if a 
man ſhould be conſtrained to pull on a ſhoe by anothers 
laſt, not by the length of his owne fofe , which being fo 
little, wzings him that weares it, not him that made it, 
if tu big. ſhameth him that hath it, not him that gaue it. 
In meates J lone to carue where J like, and in marriage 
ſhall J be caraed where J like not: J had as liefe another 
ſhould take meaſure by his backe of my apparell, as ap⸗ 
point what wife J ſhould haue by my minde- 

In the choice of a wife, ſundꝛy men are of ſundꝛy minds, 
one loketh high as one that feareth no chips, ſaying, that 
the oyle that wimmeth in the top is the wholſomeſF,an 
other pozing in the ground, as dzeading all dangers that 
happen in great ſtockes, alleadging, that the honie that 
licth in the bottome is the l werteſt, J aſlẽt to neither, as 
one willing to follow the meane, thinking that the wine 
which is in the middeſt to be the fineſt. That J might 
therefoze match to mine owne minde, J haue choſen Ca- 
trülla , à Uirgen of no noble race, no; pet the — 
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baſe father, but betweene both, a Gentlewoman of an at- 
cient and wozſhipfull houſe, in beautie inferioz to none, 
in vertue ſuperio; to a number. 

Long time we loued, but neyther durſt ſhe manifeff 
her affection becauſe was noble, no; J vtter mine, foz 
feare of offence ſcing in her alwaies a minde moge wil⸗ 
ling to carrie Toꝛches befoꝛe Veſta, than Tapersbefoze 
Iuno. But as fire when it burſteth out, catcheth hold ſw 
neſt of the dꝛieſt wad, ſo Lone when. it is reucaled,fas 
Teneth eaſteſt vppon the affectionate: wilt: which came 
to paſſe 1 both of vs, foz talking of Loue,of bis lawes, 
of his delightes, fozmentes, and all other bzaunches,J 
could neither ſo diſſemble my liking, but that ſhe eſpted it, 
whereat ſhe began to ſigh : no; the to cloke her loue,but 
that J perceiued jt, whereat ſhe began to bluſh : at the 
laſt, though long time ſtraining curteſie who ſhould goe

What Philautus doth, they can imagine that are newly 
married how Euphues lineth,they may geſſe that are cru- 
elly martyzed, J commit them both to fande to their 
owne bargains,fo2 if J ſhould meddle any further with 
the marriage of Philautus, it might happily make him 
iealons,if with the melancholy of Euphucs,it might cauſe 
him to be cholerike, ſo the one would take occaſion to rub 
bis head, ſit his hat neuer ſo cloſe, and the other offence to 
gall his heart, be his caſe neuer ſo quiet.
